Strong Street homeowners to take rezoning to courts

The attorney representing the W. 


Strong Street Homeowners Association 
said his clients expect to take Wheeling 
to court again. This time the residents 
will challenge Monday night's rezoning 
of the entire W. Strong Street area to 
allow apartment buildings. 


Attorney John M. Burke said his 


clients knew before the village board 
voted unanimously in favor of the rezon- 
ing what the outcome of the meeting 
would be. "So we already charted our 
course of action," he said. 


Burke said the suit would probably 


challenge the rezoning of the entire area 
to R-4 on grounds that most of it is devel- 
oped with single-family homes. He said 
the suit would also charge that the R-4 
multi-family zoning is not the highest 
and best use of the land. 


The rezoning decision comes in the 


middle of another court case initiated by 
the homeowners challenging last year's 


rezoning of 47 scattered lots in the W. 
Strong Street area for six-flat apart- 
ments. The residents claim this action 
was spot-zoning because the village ig- 
nored the single-family homes already in 
the area. 


THE VILLAGE asked the court to de- 


lay ruling in the case while it considered 
rezoning the entire area to allow apart- 
ments, a move that would undercut the 
residents' spot zoning charge. 


Circuit Court Judge Robert J. Downing 


will decide whether to admit evidence of 
the rezoning at a court hearing April 11. 


Despite Burke's charge that the board 


had already made up its mind on the 
r e z o n i n g , residents presented both 
lengthy and heated argument to the pro- 
posal. 


First to speak was Harold Fagan, candi- 


date for village trustee on the Wheeling 
Independent Party (WHIP) ticket, who 
compared the board's action to Judas' 
betrayal of Jesus. "How much are you 


going to betray the people of Strong 
Street?" he asked. 
"What is your 


price?" 


Pagan also noted that two persons in 


Chicago had recently been accused of 
taking bribes in exchange for favorable 
zoning decisions. When asked if he was 
implying that the Wheeling board bad 
been bribed, Fagan said "If the shoe fits, 
wear it." 


NEARLY 100 persons in the audience 


reacted to this exchange, some with 
clapping and some with booing. Various 
campaign buttons displayed in the au- 
dience indicated those present were al- 
most evenly divided between supporters 
of the WHIP party and supporters of the 
incumbent To Overall Progress Party 
(TOP). 


In his address to the board, Burke 


charged that the rezoning was "a tactic 
intended to win a case that is presently 
in court." He said the board bad already 
made up its mind on the matter, and 


therefore could not be influenced by any 
objections on his part. 


-Burke also noted the R-4 zoning, if ap- 
proved by the board, would go into effect 
before the board corrected various incon- 
sistencies that were recently found in the 
village zoning codes. These inconsist- 
encies affect the non-conforming zoning 
classification for residential homes in- 
voluntarily annexed into the village as 
well as the present restriction on single 
family homes under R-4 zoning. 


The attorney said although the board 


had' directed the zoning board to hold 
hearings on these matters, the single- 
family homes in the Strong street area 
would be subject to the razing until the 
board took action on the recommenda- 
tions from these hearings. 


MAUREEN PITT, 294 W. Strong St.,. 


told the board that the problem of non- 
conformancy was not the only objection 
to the rezoning. 


"If you think that the non-conformancy 


issue is the only thing we object to on the 
entire rezoning, you're wrong," she said. 
"How do you keep our property taxes 
from more than doubling under the R-4 
zoning?" 


In answer to Mrs. Pitt's question, at- 


torney Fred Wieszmann, representing 
property owners on Fifth Street, said 
such a rise in taxes would represent an 
equal rise in property value. 


"I think probably what you're really 


saying is that you are recognizing that 
there will be an increase in value," he 
said. "I don't think that increase in value 
is anything anyone can reasonably object 
to." 


Several residents wanted to question 


the board about the reason for the rezon- 
ing and its impact on the village. Village 
Atty. Paul Hamer repeatedly fielded 
these questions, saying that the board 
would answer these questions through 
their vote. 


THE RESIDENTS objected to Earner's 


stand, claiming that he had told them at 


the zoning hearings that the village 
board would answer their questions. "If 
we can't have them answered here, and 
we can't have them answered there, 
where can we get them answered?" said 
one resident in an angry exchange with 
Hamer. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt then field- 


ed some questions including those on the 
extension of water and sewer lines into 
the area and the reason for the R-44 zon- 
ing. 


Marilyn Lewis, 242 N. Sixth St., per- 


sisted in her questioning and charged 
that she was being denied her con- 
stitutional rights. She said she merely 
wanted to ask each of the trustees if they 
owned homes, if their homes were sur- 
rounded by apartments and how they 
would like it if they were? 


Finally the trustees answered the ques- 


tions by saying that the homes of both 
Village Pres. Ted Scanlon and Trustee 
Michael Valenza did have apartment 
buildings nearby. 
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Write-in wins 
park election 


A last minute write-in challenger, 


Hugh Wilson, defeated incumbent Wheel- 
ing Park Board Commissioner Alf Wil- 
son in yesterday's election. 


Incumbent Pres. Lorraine Lark re- 


ceived the majority (590) of the 766 
votes cast at the two precincts. Hugh 
Wilson received 420 votes and Alf Wil- 
son, 269. 


Alf Wilson said his defeat was probably 


a result of his independent campaign, 
"because Hugh Wilson had the backing 
of an organized group (Wheeling Jay- 
cees)." 


"I'D RATHER have seen him come 


out, get petitions and debate. In theory, 
there really wasn't a choice because 
he didn't campaign." Alf Wilson abided 
he was proud of the recent park im- 
provement referendum that passed dur- 
ing his tenure on the board. 


Hugh Wilson was unavailable for com- 


ment last night, 


Hugh Wilson announced just last week 


that he Intended to wage a last minute 
write-in campaign, He and a group of 
about 40 supporters canvassed the vil- 
lage last weekend instructing people 
how to correctly complete a write-Jn 
ballot. 


"It looks as though he (Hugh Wilson)

Resident who favored rezoning 'out of association' 


The W. Strong Street resident who 


spoke in favor of rezoning his neighbor- 
hood to allow apartments says he has 
now been thrown out of the W. Strong 
Street Homeowners Association. 


Kenneth Burns, 304 N. Sixth St. claims 


that although he has paid his pledge to 
the association, both he and bis wife 
have been informed they are no longer 
members. 


The W. Strong Street Homeowners As- 


sociation is a group of residents which 


formed last year in opposition to the re- 
zoning of the Strong Street area for six- 
flat apartments. The group has taken the 
village to court on the matter, with all 
members paying a certain amount to 
cover the court costs. 


At Monday night's village board meet- 


ing, Burns said he requested information 
about the finances of the association. He 
charged that Harold Fagan, president of 
the association and candidate for trustee 
on the Wheeling Independent 
Party 


(WHIP), wrote him a letter stating that 
since he had resigned from the associ- 
ation he was no longer entitled to receive 
that information. 


BURNS TOLD the village board he had 


never resigned from the association, 
even though he did speak in favor of re- 
zoning the entire W. Strong Street area 
to allow apartment buildings. 


When members of the association in 


the audience responded to Burns' state- 
ments, Mrs. Burns backed up her hus- 
band's charges. "We were thrown out 


and we were forced to resign," she said. 
"Where is our money, Mr. Fagan?" 


Spokesman for the association, Maureen 


Pitt, of 294 W. Strong St., said Burns not 
only resigned from the association but 
also refused to pay his pledge. "He chose 
to resign from the homeowners on vari- 
ous occasions and I have witnesses," she 
said. 


"There is not one homeowner in the 


association, with the exception of Mr. 
Burns, who does not have access to the 
books," she added.

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'Price protest' like hunting moose with popgun

Suburban women have carried their 


"war on prices" to the Chicago Board of 
Trade, but activity on the floor of the 
world's largest grain exchange pro- 
ceeded uninterrupted oblivious to the 
little protest on the street 


As the group of about a dozen women 


marched on LaSalle Street with placards 
demanding that meat prices be rolled 
back 20 per cent, the grains that feed the 
nation's livestock climbed to maximum 


prices on the futures market. 


"Soybeans, corn, and wheat have been 


up the limit (in prices) the last several 
days," said William D. Hagerty Jr., who 
trades for the Hagerty Grain Co. "The 
recent floods have had much greater ef- 
fect on prices here than the meat boy- 
cott." 


Hagerty said the boycott has bad "a 


temporary effect" on livestock prices at 
the Mercantile Exchange, where live 
cattle prices were down slightly this 


morning. But, he added, they are ex- 
pected to go back up again. 


IRONICALLY, Hagerty said the boy- 


cott will probably push grain prices up 
even more, since more feed will be 
needed by farmers if less livestock is 
being sent to market. 


The prevailing attitude at the Board of 


Trade seemed to be one of unconcern 
about the boycott, and incredulity at the 
protest in progress. 


"I don't know why they're picketing 


the futures market," remarked a veteran 
commodities observer. He said the furor 
over meat prices has had no effect on 
futures prices, which also are not cov- 
ered by the President's meat price ceil- 
ing. 


Trading at the Commodities and Mer- 


cantile exchanges deals with contracts 
for delivery of grain or livestock in the 
future, as the term "futures" market 
suggests. Prices currently prevailing 
here will be a basis for retail meat 


Boycott may affect rendering industry 


All the talk about a national meat bov- 


cott this week could put meat-packing 
and processing operations out of kilter 
for some time, a trend which affects 
more than the sale and distribution of 
fresh red meat. 


Watching from the sidelines with great 


interest are the members of one industry 
that feeds upon the leftovers from the 
meat processing business. Theyre the 
people in the rendering business, who 
tote away entrails and other remains af- 
ter a butcher has done his job on an ani- 
mal carcass. Using such diverse deli- 
cacies as hides and bone and fat, the ren- 
derers then turn out fat and grease and 
other products by the ton for industrial 
and consumer products 


From the headquarters of the National 


Henderers Association in Des Plalnes, 
comes the prediction of spokesman Jack 
Grouse that the boycott could seriously 
curtail the Industry's supply of raw ma- 
terials — entrails from the nation's pack- 
ing houses and meat markets. "It would 


be only & matter of days before we would 
feel it, if there is a tremendous cutback 
in meat purchases," says Grouse. "Some 
packing houses are already laying off 
workers. 


"It's a very competitive market for 


supplies," he adds. Tending to be located 
near large population concentrations, the 
rendering companies generally rely on a 
local supply and distribution system for 
their products. 


"OUR INTAKE, which comes from the 


slaughter of animals has been down for 
several months," Grouse points out. The 
association has 
some 550 members 


across the U S. and more than 29 over- 
seas members. 


Animal slaughtering is a wasteful en- 


terprise, in terms of the edible re- 
mains. In fact, more than 60 per cent of 
the steer slaughtered in a local packing 
house will be sent on to the renderer. Of 
this grisly business, Grouse says, "All 
we're packing is the inedible parts, 
what's left over after the slaughter . . . 
the hide, the entrails, excess fat, and 


* 
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bone. We process what the consumer 
doesn't eat." 


Feedlot owners are big customers of 


the renderer, especially in times when 
more cattle are being held back to wait 
for a better market price. "If you're not 
slaughtering 
cattle, 
you're 
feeding 


cattle," says Grouse. Fat and scraps are 
a staple in the feedlot diet. 


Fats derived in the slaughtering pro- 


cess are used in many ways, reaching 
the consumer in everything from lub- 
ricants to soap and candles. A so-called 
"fatty acid splitter" is used by some in- 
dustries to take the tallow, or animal fat, 
and split it into component acids for 
manufacturing processes. The plastics 
industry is among the markets for fatty 
acid products. 


DETERGENT 
MAKERS who dis- 


dained fat as a basic ingredient with the 
coming of synthetic replacements sev- 
eral years ago, are in some cases turn- 
ing back to tallow products. This is be- 
cause a tallow base soap is biodegra- 
dable. 


"We produce a great deal more tallow 


and grease than we use in this country," 
Grouse said of the large overseas mar- 
ket. Uses in foreign countries are much 
the same as in the U.S., with greater use 
of tallow base in shampoos and bar 
soaps, however. 


"Domestic users will get their share 


first if there is any supply shortage," 
predicts Grouse, adding that a 50 per 
cent drop in supply could affect domestic 
users. 


Price swings for this commodity are 


"fairly erratic, based entirely on the sup- 
ply on hand." A temporary slash in meat 
consumption during the boycott could jolt 
the Tenderer's price picture for a short 
period. Tallow and grease prices are 
quoted for bulk shipments, Isold by the 
ton. 


In the Chicago metropolitan area there 


are four rendering plants, located in Chi- 
cago and Joliet. Any cutback in render- 
ing operations would affect truck drivers 
rather than factory workers in the highly 
mechanized industry. 


prices many months distant, subject to 
daily fluctuations due to weather condi- 
tions and world trade. 


Since the exchanges are more reflec- 


tors than establishers of prices, traders 
are at a loss to understand why the wom- 
en chose to attack this particular part of 
the economic system. 


"The real problem," Hagerty declared, 


"is inflation." 


BUT THE TOTAL economic process by 


which all prices have reached their pre- 
sent heights is too complex for most 
people to comprehend. Whoever's at 
fault, the women have simply declared 
they want meat prices rolled back to be 
level of November, 1972, leaving the de- 
tails of this feat up to the powers that be. 


Economists have pointed out that even 


if the President had the power to take 
such a unilateral action, the effect would 
be to reduce the incentive for production, 
resulting in tow supplies and still higher 
prices. 


But the women are urging a continued 


semi-abstinence from meat after the one- 
week boycott, which probably has more 
potential for affecting prices in the long 
run than the boycott. Since the price 
problem is basically one of supply and 
demand, lessened demand could give 
farmers a chance to build up supplies. 


THAT IS, of course, assuming farmers 


are willing to increase supplies. Several 
farm organizations 
have declared a 


counter-boycott, 
in which they have 


pledged to withhold livestock from 
slaughter. 


To tins, Mrs. Sunny Benjamin of Des 


Plaines, who marched with her preschool 
children in the protest, said, "Let the 
farmers hold it (livestock) back — 
they're going to get stuck with it." 


And so, the war is on with neither the 


consumers nor the farmers apparently 
willing to yield an inch, and with com- 
modity traders shaking their heads in 
disbelief at the whole affair.

Parks again seek 
to buy slough 


The Prospect Heights Park District is

"We are trying to open up amiable ne- 


gotiations." Kuhns said. "We have gotten 
another appraisal on the property and we 
would like to discuss it with them." 


Based on an original appraisal, the 


park district offered $20,000 for the 13 
acres. The association then set a price of 
$130,000 on the property. Kuhns said the 
park district's new appraisal is higher 
than the original one. 


Kuhns has not yet gotten a response 


from the association. Officials of the 
homeowner's group could not be reached 
y.jterday for comment. 


When the park district first bid for the 


land last January, the association met 
and unanimously voted not to sell it. A 
major reason, according to the group's 
officials, was that the homeowners felt 
the value of their homes would depre- 
ciate if the land became a public park. 


The park district wants to keep the 


slough as a nature preserve. "Basically 
we are interested in preserving it and 
getting it back into a healthy condition," 
Kuhns said. He said the slough has been 
polluted and the park district would like 
to restore the plant life once exlstant in 
the area.

night, write-in candidate Wendell Samp- 
son was elected to the Prospect Heights 
Park Board, along with incumbent Wil- 
liam Kuhns. 


Donald Steinmetz, the only other candi- 


date running in what had appeared to be 
an uncontested election, was defeated. 
Park officials said 99 people voted in the 
election. 


Sampson, an incumbent appointed to 


the board last year, said he would "prob- 
ably" accept the six-year term on the 
board. He said he had not fostered the 
write-in campaign but that various civic 
groups in the community were behind it. 
Sampson. 502 W. Willow Rd., had decided 
not to run because of business reasons.

The voting went as follows: Kuhns, 76; 


Sampson, 58 and Steinmetz, 38. Both 
terms r.re for six years. 


Kuhns, 44. has been on the board since 


the park district's inception six years 
ago. He served as park board president 
and was especially interested in the pur- 
chase and preservation of the Hillcrest 
Slough in Prospect Heights. He is in ad- 
vertising at Industrial Marketing Ser- 
vices in Chicago. 


Steinmetz. 35 Llndbrook Ln., is a self- 


employed nurseryman. He said he was 
running for the board to give residents in 
the Counlrv Gardens Subdivision, where 
he lives, representation on the park 
board. He could not be reached for com- 
ment last night.

Jack Gilligan, PHIA president, said 


yesterday his group will repetition the 
Supreme Court for a hearing. The deci- 
sion was reached Saturday during a spe- 
cial PHIA incorporation meeting. 


"The Supreme Court is swamped right 


now and our question is pretty impor- 
tant," Gilligan ssid. "We want the court 
to take a harder look at our appeal.

corporate now it probably will stay unin- 
corporated forever." 


The PHIA filed its petition for in- 


corporation two years ago. The Cook 
County Circuit Court and the Illinois Ap- 
pellate Court ruled PHIA's petition in- 
valid because the group did not get con- 
sent of neighboring municipalities. 


IN OTHER EFFORTS to clear the way 


for incorporation, two bills that would 
change incorporation laws have been in- 
troduced into the Illinois General Assem- 
bly. Gilligan said he will testify this 
w e e k before legislative 
committees 


studying the bills which would allow 
Prospect Heights to incorporate without 
neighboring municipalities' consent. 


"I will testify that there is a conflict in 


the state statutes and on the archaity of 
state laws," Gilligan said. "What we're 
proposing is that the whole codes need to 
be modernized and updated." 


One section of the statutes states that 


an area of fewer than 7,500 residents 
must seek approval from municipalities 
within I'i: miles for incorporation. Anoth- 
er section says that neighboring munici- 
palities within one mile must consent to 
incorporation, regardless of the popu- 
lation of the area.

'Neighbor' opposes 
incorporation plan 


The Village of Arlington Heights will 


join the village of Wheeling to formally 
oppose two state bills that would allow 
Prospect Heights to incorporate without 
the consent of neighboring municipal- 
ities. 


The Wheeling Village Board voted 


earlier to object to the pending legisla- 
tion. Both villages have blocked the in- 
corporation of Prospect Heights through 
suits In the lower courts. The Illinois Su- 
preme Court has been asked to hear an 
appeal in the case, but last week said it 
would not take up the matter. 


Arlington Heights is opposed to the in- 


corporation because of the irregular 
boundaries that would result between the 
two municipalities. 


The Prospect Heights Improvement 


A s s o c i a t o n (PHIA) began its in- 
corporation efforts two years ago. The 
two pending bills would permit areas of 
7,500 or more residents to incorporate 
without the approval of nearby villages 
as now required by law. 


If Prospect 
Heights were to in- 


corporate, it is estimated the village 
would have a population of about 10,000. 


Could receive $42,000 and solution to drainage problem for silence 
Schools 'make deal9with Tara Village 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 could get as 


much as $42,000 and a solution to its 
drainage problems because school offi- 
cials have agreed not to object to a pro- 
posd Wheeling apartment complex. 


The school board Monday night 


"reluctantly" made a deal with devel- 
opers of Tara Village, a 1,200-unit apart- 
ment complex proposed for the south- 
west corner of Hintz and Wheeling roads 
in Wheeling. It is east of the John Muir 
School site on Drake Terrace in Prospect 
Heights and within Diet. 23 boundaries. 


In agreeing not to object to the com- 


plex, the board modified a previous posi- 
tion opposing all three and four-bedroom 
apartment developments in the district. 
Tara Village, which school officials and 
developers expect will get approval from 
Wheeling, will include 600 two-bedroom, 
480 three-bedroom and 120 four-bedroom 
units on 75 acres. 


Contingent upon approval of the com- 


plex proposed by the Larwin Corp., Lar- 
win will pay the district $35 per apart- 
ment unit, payable as each unit is issued 
an occupancy permit. Larwin will also 
permit Dist. 23 and developers of the 
Pleasant Run condominiums in Wheeling 
ito tie into a retention basin on the Tara 
site. 


The storm sewer tie-in to the basin 


would end more than a year of negotia- 
tions between Pleasant Run, west of the 
John Muir site, and Dist. 23. As a result, 
John Glorioso and Associates, developers 
of Pleasant Run, have agreed to dismiss 
a lawsuit charging the district with pre- 


venting the natural flow of rain water 
from the development across the Muir 
site. 


IN RETURN for 15-foot easements on 


the south and east edges of the Muir site, 
Glorioso will pay for construction of an 
underground storm sewer from Pleasant 
Run across Muir property and into the 
proposed basin. Glorioso said he would 
begin construction on the sewer SO days 
after the easements are issued and per- 
mits are obtained. Larwin must also pro- 
vide an easement. 


The basin has not yet been designed 


but Robet Neuckranz, engineer 
for 


Pleasant Run and Tara Village, said it 
will be able to handle water run-off from 
the three pieces of property. Constuction 
time on the basin depends on when and if 
Wheeling officials approve the devel- 
opment. But Neuckranz said the sewer 
pipe can be built before the basin. 


Developers have already gotten pre- 


liminary approval for the complex from 
the Wheeling Plan Commission and will 
return for final approval on April 12. Fi- 
nal decision rests with the Wheeling Vil- 
lage Board. 


"Let's assume that Larwin doesn't get 


approval. All that means is that we're 
right back where we started from," said 
Henry Vallely, attorney for the district. 


On first vote, the board failed to ap- 


prove a motion that Dist. 3 agree not to 
object to Tara Village if Larwin solved 
the district's drainage problems. The 
vote was 3-3. Boad Pres. Melvin Lace 
and board members John Stull and Lori 


Sarner voted against the motion. 


"I WOULD BE opposed to this type of 


development because it will bring so 
many kids into the district," Stull said. 
"We'd be changing a previous position 
just to solve a water problem." 


Larwin officials estimated the devel- 


opment would bring 367 school-age chil- 
dren into the area while school officials 
contend the number would be 860. School 
officials are especially worried about the 
influx because John Muir is already 
overcrowded. 


"I would like to see a letter to Wheel- 


ing stating Dist. 23's position, and that 
position has always been we don't like 
three-and four-bedroom apartments. I 
would like to write to Wheeling in- 
dicating the developers have met with us 
and that they have offered to help us 
with our drainage problems." 


Byron Delman, Larwin's attorney, told 


the board that Larwin would "not be 
willing to commit ourselves based on a 
mild, guarded approval." He pointed out 
that legally, Larwin doesn't have to 
make an agreement with the school dis- 
trict. 


Supt. Edward Grodsky, who recom- 


mended the board approve the agree- 
ment, told board members, "I think 
you'll find you'll have the Larwin devel- 
opment with or without our blessing." 


After a brief caucus, the board voted 


unanimously to approve the agreement 
which was altered to include the $35 per 
unit donation. Larwin made the money 
offer to the district last week.

Police officials oppose two-man patrols

Area police officials say they are op- 


posed to proposed state legislation that 
would require two-man police patrols af- 
ter dark. 


Police chiefs contacted yesterday said 


(hey believe the size and scope of police 
protection should remain a local deci- 
sion, and some doubted the need for 
doubled patrols in their community. 


If the bill, which has been recommend- 


ed for passage in the Illinois House, is 
enacted, most Northwest suburbs appar- 
ently would be able to ignore the law 
anyway because of their home rule stat- 
us. 


Municipalities with a population great- 


er than 25,000 qualify as home rule units 
under the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


Nevertheless, the Village of Arlington 


Heights has filed a formal objection to 
House Bill 525. The two-man squad pro- 
posal is being sponsored in the House by 
W. J. Murphy, a Republican from An- 
tioch. 


"Some of the larger cities with high 


crime rates may need this, but I do not 
feel it would apply to every town. It may 
hurt some towns because they could not 
afford to hire more men so they would 
have to limit the number of cars and 
double up," said Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin J. Conroy. 


"I DON'T THINK all villages and 


towns are alike," said Mount Prospect 


Police Chief Bert Giddens. "Mount Pros- 
pect doesn't have any areas where there 
is a lot of crime, and I hope the bill 
doesn't pass." 


Two chiefs, however, said they support 


the principle of two-man patrols, even if 
they disagree with the bill that would 
make double coverage mandatory. 


Two-man squads are already being as- 


signed in Wheeling for the 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift, whenever the manpower is 
available, said Wheeling Chief Peter 
Guttilla. 


In Arlington Heights, chief L. W. Cal- 


derwood said patrolmen often work to- 
gether, particularly on calls that appear 
to be especially dangerous. 


"There is no doubt that a two-man 


squad will see more and do more than a 
one-man patrol," Calderwood said. "But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


Guttilla said the two-man squads are 


working well in Wheeling, and he is hop- 
ing to institute double patrols on a more 
permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A LONE POLICEMAN in a car has to 


concentrate on driving and can't be as 
alert to conditions around him as a two- 
man team could be," Calderwood said. 


The bill is also designed to give the 


policeman added protection, particularly 
in a high crime area or while responding 
to a dangerous call. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz, patrolmen there are well- 
enough trained to call for assistance in 
any type of emergency, and do not need 
two-man squads. 


"There are parts of Chicago that 


should be patroled with three or even 
four-man squads," Calderwood said. "I 
don't think the Hillside patrolman (An- 
thony Raymond) would ever have been 
kidnapped if he hadn't been riding 
alone." 


But in the suburbs, the need is much 


less obvious. 


"At present, two-man squads are not 


needed in Rolling Meadows," said chief 
Lewis Case. "The way our system is set 
up, a man doesn't answer a call, even a 
family disturbance, without a backup 
man there. 'In essence we have two men 
answering calls." 


Police officials do not doubt the addi- 


tional security of the two-man -squad, but 
they do seem to feel that, at least right 
now, conditions here do not warrant the 
added expense.

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Transportation study tells systems' inadequacies 
NOW!

Mass transit systems are not meeting 


the basic needs of the majority of subur- 
ban commuters who do not work in Chi- 
cago but in another suburban commu- 
nity, an eight-month study of public 
transportation concluded. 


Pointing to the major shift in popu- 


lation in the six-county Chicago metro- 
politan area from the city to the suburbs, 
the study cautioned major public trans- 
portation systems they will lose more ri- 
ders and money if they do not coordinate 
their efforts to provide better service at 
less cost. 


The study stressed the need for a re- 


gional mass transportation authority to 
Integrate existing mass transit systems 
for the purpose of improving services, 
unifying operational objectives and pro- 
viding long-range planning. The author- 
ity should also be delegated financial re- 
sponsibility, the study said. 


According to the study, prepared by 


the Transportation Center at North- 
western University, the lack of time and 
money prevented any conclusions as to 
how the authority would be funded or 
who should pay for It. The study made it 
dear, however, that little new equipment 
or new manpower would be required to 
meat the area's immediate transit needs. 


BUT ONE prominent railroad official, 


Theodore Desch, vice chairman and 
chief executive officer of Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific Railroad Co. said the 
continued operation of his company and 
other transit systems which are on the 
brink of financial disaster Is the respon- 
sibility of the public. 


"This is a question of the public as- 


suming the responsibility for supporting 


transportation," he said yesterday at a 
press conference to explain the study. 
"This cannot be done from the fare box. 


"This is not a question of bailing out 


the railroads and bus companies but to 
provide an essential public service to the 
people. Now, we face the loss of this ser- 
vice." 


While Desch did not say which was the 


best source of funds he did suggest mon- 
ey could come from either real estate or 
sales taxes or from highway trust funds. 
He said there is no question of regional 
authority is needed, only what kind of 
agency should be formed. He said Senate 
Bill 150, to create a Chicago Metropolitan 
Area Transportation System, would pro- 
vide this operating authority. 


Richard M. Michaels of Northwestern 


University said the major beneficiaries 
of a coordinated mass transit system 
would be suburban residents who work in 
other suburbs, and persons living in Chi- 
cago who work in the suburbs. 


"ONE OF THE conclusions of the 


study was surprising," said Michaels. 
"We found that a small percentage of 
suburban residents commute to jobs in 
the central business district (of Chi- 
cago). In effect, public transportation ef- 
ficiently serves only 8.3 per cent of the 
region's work-trip travel. For the re- 
maining 92 per cent, the service is limit- 
ed at best." 


Michaels outlined four major findings 


of the study, commissioned by the six 
major commuter railroads, including the 
Chicago and North Western Trans- 
portation Co., and the Rock Island R.R.

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step with the area's real need. 


• It will stay that way, and service 


will continue to deteriorate, unless the 
isolated and sometimes competing objec- 
tives of individual transit operators yield 
to over-all regional objectives. 


• The necessary change is almost en- 


tirely institutional. Little new equipment 
or manpower would be required to meet 
the metropolitan area's immediate tran- 
sit needs. 


• Significant increases in accessibility 


to job sites — particularly for persons to 
whom public transportation is now use- 
less — will occur if transit services are 
coordinated under a suitable regional au- 
thority. 


THE STUDY, entitled "Public Trans- 


portation in the Chicago Region: Present 
Performance and Future Potential," 
covered a 1,000 square mile area from 
northern Indiana to Palatine which con- 
tains 75 per cent of the region's popu- 
lation and 84 per cent of its jobs. 


It said transportation to and from Chi- 


cago is good but that a major reason for 
the decline in the use of public trans- 
portation has been the shift in population 
to the suburbs and the resulting change 
in travel patterns. 


Once a commuter from the suburbs 


gets to the community he works or lives 
in, the study said, there is a breakdown 
in getting him to his final destination. 


Coordination of schedules between the 
railroads and suburban bus companies 
was suggested to solve this problem. 


According to Desch, "We now have the 


best transit system in the country. Sub- 
urban bus fleets are adequate enough to 
do the job. We've got to put it all togeth- 
er. We (the railroads) are at a crisis 
stage. The situation is critical. Some of 
us are nearly out of business, near col- 
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"Mayor Daley has said he is not op- 


posed to a regional transit system. Mil- 
ton Pikarsky will hopefully work with us. 
We can get the job done by June 30. This 
problem has been studied to death. We 
need a regional transit system now."

Tom Hackenbnch is a good teacher. 
Four years ago there were just 40 boys 


In the auto mechanics program at Ar- 
lington High School. That's when Hack- 
cnbach started teaching there. 


Now there are 150 boys in the pro- 


gram, and freshmen are no longer 
allowed to enroll because, as Hacken- 
bach says. "We had more than 200 kids 
one year and I taught six classes a day. 
We curtailed the freshmen because the 
kids were standing on top of each other." 


Two years ago I first met Hackenbach 


in his auto shop behind the high school. 
He was dressed in overalls and a rail- 
road engineer's hat. His enthusiasm for 
the job was evident. 


He explained then that, "Teaching for 


me is a 24-hour-a-day job," and added 
that working with the students was "like 
having a bunch of little brothers running 
around here," 


THERE'S just one black spot in the 


picture of Tom Hackenbach, good teach- 
er. He's out of a job. 


On Monday night, you see, the High 


School Dist. 214 board of education voted 
not to hire Hackenbach for next year, all 
the while saying he is a good teacher. 


The board members did say, as they 


voted to. in essence, dismiss Hacken- 
bach, that they hope the district can find 
some way to keep him in the district — 
maybe as a teacher's aide or para- 
professional. 


The problem is that Hackenbach, who 


has been working on cars most of his 
life, has never taken formal, college 
classes in how to teach industrial educa- 
tion. As a result, he isn't qualified for a 
full teaching certificate. 


For four years the school district hired 


him on a provisional certificate by sign- 
Ing a statement saying they could not 
find any auto mechanics teacher with 
formal qualifications. Hackenbach has 
picked up some extra teaching courses in 
his off time, but he now figures he has to 
take about 24 semester hours of classes 
in industrial education to qualify for the 
certificate. 


HACKENBACH is qualified to teach 


some things. He was a teacher of clas- 
sics and foreign languages in Wilmette 
before he came to Dist. 214. He explained 
to me two years ago that he majored in 
Greek and Latin in college but put him- 
self through school fixing old cars. 


Now he figures it would take him about 


a year to pick up those 24 hours to quali- 
fy him to teach the thing he's been teach- 
ing for four years. That is, it would take 
him a year if he didn't work and gave up 
on the old house in Palatine he's now 
restoring. 


In going back to school, he says, he'd 


have to start almost from scratch. "I'd 
have to start with all those beginning 
courses that would probably bore me to 
tears." he says. 


Educators have known for a long time 


t h e r e are people like Hackenbach 
around. This year there was a bill in- 
troduced before the legislature that 
would allow vocational education teach- 
ers to qualify for certificates without all 
the formal training If they could show 
they had equivalent experience. 


But even if a law like that passes, it 


will probably be too late to save Hacken- 
bach's job at Arlington. There are plenty 
of young teachers around with plenty of 
college credits in industrial education. 
He says simply, "They won't have any 
trouble replacing me." 


SO HACKENBACH, who is basically 


an optimistic and cheerful fellow, is fig- 
uring out other things he might do. He 
might do part-time blacksmithlng, he 
says, since he's done that for years too. 
Or he might go into business with his 
father restoring old cars, or go to work 
in a technical school, or homestead in 
Canada. 


He even has an offer from one of his 


students to go to Kansas and work a 
farm. Since he's single, he can choose 
any one of those options. 


But his students now know that the guy 


they call "coach" won't be around next 
year. Some of them, he says, "aren't too 
happy about It." 


And even though Hackenbach lists his 


possible future plans quickly, he doesn't 
sound too happy either. He says he has 
drawn up plans for how the district could 
put a body and fender shop into the cen- 
tral auto mechanics facility they are 
planning. He drew up those plans on eve- 
nings and weekends last semester. 


He says. "It isn't easy to build a place 


up and then leave it." And he adds, "I'd 
really like to stay in teaching, but I've 
got to eat." 


If he figures out a way to eat, he may 


well forget the other plans and go back 
to school to take all those boring courses 
he doesn't really need. 


But unless he decides to do that at, at 


least some sacrifice, it looks as though 
Arlington High School's students have 
lost a good teacher.

Sentencing of Kerner 
postponed to April 19

A federal judge has postponed until 


April 19 sentencing for former Illinois 
Gov. Otto Kerner, who was convicted 
Feb. 19 in the racetrack stock bribery 
case. 


U. S. District Court Robert L. Taylor 


of Knoxville, Tenn., had originally set 
April 12 for sentencing, but postponed it 
one week because Kerner's probation of- 
ficer was late in submitting his report. 


Kerner's lawyer, Paul Connolly, said 


the report was late because the probation 
officer must interview Kerner's tax ac- 
countant and had trouble making an ap- 
pointment "during this, the busiest of tax 
seasons." 


Kerner and former state Revenue Di- 


rector Theodore J. Isaacs were convicted 
Feb. 19 by a federal court jury of bribe- 
ry, conspiracy, mail fraud and income 
tax evasion. 


Both have asked Taylor for a new trial 


or for a directed judgment of acquittal, 
contending the jury was sloppy and un- 
fair in considering the charges. 


Taylor will consider both motions be- 


fore passing sentence. 


Resolution to ask federal 
regulations for handguns 


A leading Republican conservative in 


the Illinois House of Representatives will 
join with a Democratic liberal in spon- 
soring a resolution calling for federal 
regulation of the sate, distribution and 
sale of handguns. 


The resolution, expected to be in- 


troduced tomorrow in the House, is spon- 
sored by Rep. Harold A. Katz, 
D-Glencoe, and Rep. Henry J. Hyde, 
R-Park Ridge. 


The resolution declares that: 
• The handgun is the "weapon of 


choice" in the majority of violent crimes 
in the United States. 


• Proliferation of handguns serves no 


useful public purpose and represents a 
threat to law enforcement officers, politi- 
cal officials and private citizens. 


• The problem is national in scope and 


can only be effectively attacked through 
federal legislation. 


"Three-fourths of the deaths caused by 


guns in the United States are attributable 


to the handgun," said Katz, "even 
though handguns constitute only one- 
third of the firearms in public hands. 


"It is apparent that effective handgun 


control legislation in Illinois would be of 
little use if handguns remained freely 
available in adjoining states. The time 
has arrived for Congress to deal effec- 
tively with the menace of the handgun on 
a national basis."

Condo tax reductions OKd 


Legislation to reduce tax assessments 


on condominium and cooperative housing 
to the same level as single-family resi- 
dences was approved last week by the 
Illinois House of Representatives. 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. Daniel M. 


Pierce, D-Highland Park, now must be 
approved by the state Senate, where the 
measure will be sponsored by Sen. David 
J. Regner, R-Mount Prospect. 


Pierce said that the practice in Cook 


County has been to assess condominiums 
and cooperatives at the same level as 
rental income buildings, approximately 
40 per cent of fair market value. Single- 
family homes are assessed at approxi- 
mately 22 per cent of market value. 


Legislation to reduce assessments on 


condominiums and cooperatives passed 
the House two years ago, but Pierce said 
the bill was defeated in the Senate after 
the Cook County assessor agreed to re- 
duce the assessments to the same level 
as single-family homes. But Pierce said 
there have been numerous complaints 


that this agreement has not been carried! 
out. 


"Condominium and cooperative owners 


pay their own taxes and should be 
treated no differently than other home- 
owners," said Pierce.

The battle of the bag — auto air bag, 


that is — will be shifting into high gear 
this fall. 


That is when the controversial safety 


device will be made available to the car- 
buying public for the first time. And its 
success or failure during the next two 
years will determine the fate of the pro- 
posed federal regulation requiring air 
bags to be installed in all cars built after 
July of 1975. 


Air bags are inflatable cushions stored 


under the dashboard or in the steering 
wheel. When a crash occurs, a sensing 
device triggers inflation with a com- 
pressed gas. The bags' cushion passen- 
gers being hurled forward, then deflate 
immediately after the impact. 


Mandatory use of "passive restraints," 


as air bags are officially termed, was 
called for by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation (DOT). But, in response 
to opposition from the automobile in- 
dustry and others, the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals ruled there has been insufficient 
testing thus far to require air bags. 


THAT GIVES DOT two years to come 


up with enough evidence to support 
enactment of the regulation in 1975, as 
proposed. 


The National Highway Traffic Safety 


Administration (NHTSA) monitored test 
fleets of air bag-equipped cars for more 
than 12 million miles, and, according to 
administrator Douglas Toms, there have 
been no malfunctions. 


New test procedures by the agency re- 


portedly will also make use of dummy 
occupants to simulate crash conditions, 
as directed by the court in its ruling on 
the regulation. But independent firms 
have already been testing with both dum- 
mies and human occupants, and there 
have been three real crashes involving 
air bag-equipped cars. On all three occa- 
sions, the air bags deployed and occu- 
pants were unharmed. 


One of the major proponents of the air 


bag, Allstate Insurance Co. of North- 
brook, contends that installation of the 
device "is not being delayed because the 
technology is not ready or because the 
cost outweighs the benefits . .. (but) for 
reasons unrelated to their ability to save 
lives and prevent injuries." 


Citing statistics that less than 20 per 


cent of U.S. motorists use seat belts, and 
less than five per cent use the additional 
shoulder harness, Allstate points out that 
the NHTSA has predicted air bags would 
save 20,000 lives and prevent 1,600,000 in- 
juries in a period of five to seven years. 
Currently, more than 55,000 people die 
and 2 million are seriously injured in 
auto accidents each year. 


WHILE ACKNOWLEDGING that seat 


belts when used greatly reduce the 
probability of death or injury, Allstate 


noted that many auto salesmen willingly 
show customers how to disconnect warn- 
ing devices. These mechanisms are de- 
signed to buzz or to lock the ignition until 
seat belts have been fastened. 


In new cars, however, the engine will 


not start until both lap belt and shoulder 
harness have been fastened. This seat 
belt interlock system is a complicated 
electrical process that will not be so eas- 
ily circumvented. Nevertheless, Allstate 
believes seat belts are "only effective to 
a certain point." 


Allstate, which claims to be the world's 


largest stock insurer of automobiles, has 
been operating 200 1972 Mercury Monte- 
rey Sedans with air bags in a field test in 


cooperation with the Ford Motor Com- 
pany. 


In what was believed to be the first 


test involving a human volunteer, All- 
state crashed one of these cars, contair- 
ing a live passenger, into a barrier at a 
speed comparable to hitting another car 
at 35 mph. The air bag deployed and the 
passenger was uninjured. 


In another test, the Eaton Corp. of 


Cleveland, Ohio, staged two similar 
crashes, but at a higher speed and with 
two occupants. The cars, from a test 
fleet of 325 air bag-equipped autos being 
driven by Eaton personnel, sustained 
damages amounting to $2,500 each. But

none of the occupants suffered any in- 
jury. 


THESE TESTS made in 1972, were 


coincldentally followed by three real 
crashes of air bag-equipped cars on Octo- 
ber of 1972 and February, 1973. The most 
recent of those accidents occurred in the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Ralph Worsey, an Eaton Corp. em- 


ploye, was driving on Rte. 53 near North- 
west Highway at a speed of 68 mph when 
his car slammed into a parked Illinois 
State Police car. The impact shoved the 
squad car 141 feet across the median 
strip. 


Worsey. who was not wearing his seat 


belt, sustained only a broken wrist and 
some cuts and abrasions on his right leg. 
Both cars were demolished. Worsey was 
quoted by Allstate later as saying that 
the air bag had inflated and "saved my 
life." 


Worsey's leg injuries were attributed 


to the fact that he was not wearing a 
seat belt, but, Allstate noted, the air 
cushion system installed in 1,000 1973 
Chevrolets being tested this year were 
designed to protect the lower parts of the 
body as well as the upper. No seat belts 
have been installed in these cars. 


In the first of the real crashes, which 


occurred in Santa Barbara, Calif, last 
October, one of the Allstate fleet cars 
collided with an 11-ton truck. Although 
the angle of the impact was greater than 
30 decrees, the air bag deployed as de- 
signed. Allstate reported. 


THERE HAS BEEN criticism of the 


air bag on the grounds that it doesn't 
always work unless a collision occurs 
head-on. Another criticism has been that 
the air bag sometimes deploys under 
normal jars encountered in driving. But 
Allstate has reported that in tests de- 
signed to check accidental deployment, 
this did not happen. 


One air bag-equipped car was driven 


off a 3Moot ramp at 45 mph without 
activating the bag, and another car sus- 
tained a 5 mph front-end crash into a 
barrier without accidantal inflation. Oth- 
er cars were driven over rough terrain 
at speeds up to 60 mph without deploying 
the bag. Allstate reported. 


Nevertheless, opponents of the pro- 


posed regulation to equip all new cars 
with air bags continue to be dissatisfied 
with the test results. 


Among the critics is the American Au- 


tomobile Association (AAA), whose offi- 
cial position is to endorse the concept of 
air bags but oppose what the AAA be- 
lieves is premature installation. 


A spokesman for the Chicago Motor 


Club called the 1975 deadline "unrealistic 
and unwise" and said the air bag has not 
been "sufficiently field-tested" nor had 
"enough real-world testing." 


THE AAA HAS maintained this posi- 


tion for the last year. It was based on 
several test failures of the air bag, no- 
tably a DOT test with a FairchUd-Hiller 
Experimental Safety Vehicle in April, 
1972, and a test at Wayne State Univer- 
sity in May, 1972. In June, following 
these failures, the AAA urged DOT to 
rescind the proposed order requiring air 
bags in 1976 cars.

Few would 
question the governor retaining 
members of his campaign staff in 
his administration, whether they 
married into the family or not, but 
it does not seem unreasonable to 
hope that there would be some log- 
ic to their jobs. 


Walker defended the hiring of his

able does precious little toward ac- 
complishing any of those things. 


Dentilliiim's debut 


Forty million dollars worth of 


gold in the form of dental alloys 
went into the mouths of Americans 
last year. This represented about 4 
per cent of the approximately one 
billion dollars worth of gold mined 
annually throughout the world 


Latest available statistics show 


that U S dentists used the yellow 
metal to complete an estimated 5.5 
million gold inlays, 11.5 million 
single crowns and more than four 
million fixed bridges. 


Despite the heavy demand for 


gold, a total of only 80,000 tons of it 
has been mined during recorded 
history — less than a single morn- 
ing's output for the steel industry 


Gold has always been a scarce 


metal. Today, with widely fluctuat- 
ing prices, the problem is particu- 
larly acute. Officially pegged at 
$42.22 an ounce, gold floats on the 
free market at between $75 and $85 
an ounce. 


The scarcity of gold has put a 


strain on all its users and led the 
dental profession, for one, to look 
for other metals. One gold alloy 
substitute that has been developed 
out of research conducted at the 
New York University School of 
Dentistry is a chrome alloy called 
Dentillium. Said to be equal or su- 
perior to gold for dental uses, it is 
presently being marketed by some 
40 dental laboratories across the 
country. 


Nonprecious alloys such as Den- 


tillium will replace gold for crowns 
and fixed bridges in the next five to 
seven years, predicts H. L. Myers, 
president of Codesco, Inc., largest 
independent dental supply and lab- 
oratory company in the United 
States. 


But at the rate Americans ac- 


quire dental ailments, there'll con- 
tinue to be "gold" in them thar 
cavities for generations of dentists 
to come.

Dear State Rep. Donald Totten, R-3rd: 


I feel that there is a problem which 


concerns the Northwest suburbs of Elk 
Grove Village, Hoffman Estates, Itasca, 
Schaumburg and Arlington Heights, in 
that there are no on and off ramps at 
Interstate 90 and Biesterfield Road. 


This creates a problem as to emergen- 


cy vehicles getting to Alexian Broth- 
ers Medical Center as occurred with the 
accident on February 28 involving a 
school bus on Route 72 west of Route 53. 
There was difficulty getting the victims 
to Alexian Brothers Medical Center 
because the emergency vehicles had to 
go east on Route 72 and then south on 
Arlington Heights Road then west on 
Biesterfield Road to finally arrive at the 
Medical Center. 


If there were on and off ramps at In- 


terstate 90 and Biesterfield Road, the 
emergency vehicle (in the case of the 
bus accident) could simply get on Inter- 
state 90 at Route 72 and off at 
Biesterfield Road which is only about 
four miles as compared to eight miles. In 
addition, the traffic on Interstate 90 is no 
problem compared to traffic on Arlington 
Heights Road and Route 72. Further- 
more, the new ramps would help the fire 
and police departments on calls to neigh- 
boring towns. 


I feel that if on and off ramps similar 


in construction to those at Interstate 90 
and Thorndale Road, which is a half of a 
clover leaf, were constructed at Inter- 
state 90 and Biesterfield Road the prob- 
lem would be solved.

I grew up in the hills of Kentucky and 


on the plains of North Dakota during 
years when each individual was expected 
to "earn his living by the sweat of his 
brow " These were also times when just 
finding a job was sometimes impossible 


Through the 1930's the "New Deal" 


and the "WPA" (Work Progress Admin- 
istration) brought something new to U S 
thinking, Government projects which 
gave a form of employment to the out-of- 
work and a bare subsistence. 


At the time this was considered lo be 


the last word in socialism Those who 
worked in free enterprise paid money in 
taxes to a government which, in turn, 
used the money to plan and supervise 
much needed projects which gave em- 
ployment to anyone who would work 


That practice would be considered by 


some to be reactionary and inhuman to- 
day. It is unseemly to ask that an indi- 
vidual justify his existence by working 
for his handout. The handout is now con- 
sidered a "right." 


Unfortunately, in my opinion, this lat- 


est philosophy is now held even by siz- 
able municipalities. The tenet expressed 
is approximately, "Let another munici- 
pality do and pay for the planning, spend 
the costly years necessary to implement 
the plan, bring in the tax base to support 
my schools and other services, bring the 
employment and payroll for our people, 
give us the convenience (which saves 
much travel time and money) of nearby 
shopping, give police and fire protection 
to our people while they are there, build 
and maintain roads, sewers, water and 
other facilities my people need while 
they go and come — do all these things, 
then cut us in for a considerable share of 
the money the State promised to you as a 
reward for all your hard work." 


Back in the 1930's we could at least 


have asked that people be appreciative 
and maybe perform some little service in 
return. 


House Bill 552 would be a disastrous 


blow to what is left of the free enterprise 
system in this state. It would completely 
kill the incentive of municipalities to 
plan, build and foster a fine business 
community 
Why should they? They 


would get their share for only having as 
much population as possible and none of 
the work nor the expense 


The business community, too, will suf- 


fer First, a heavy real estate tax will 
have to be levied to offset as much of the 
"sales tax" loss as possible However, 
there is another area which is going to 
be a prime consideration Heretofore, un- 
der the current Retailer's Occupation 
Act, the retail business community has 
been courted and pampered because they 
were "paying their way." By removing 
the factor that has brought about the 
"benefactor status" to the businessman 
— he becomes a burden 


Whenever there is another step away 


from the free enterprise system, espe- 
cially if it gives some entity "something 
for nothing" we all lose, including the 
recipient of the handout 


— The same law which gives him the 


handout also makes it necessary for him 
to fork over if he is in the donor position. 


— His incentive to compete and devel- 


op is gone when the reward for so doing 
is removed 


— Regional shopping facilities are only 


needed by the combination of many 
towns Since it would be in no town's best 
interest to develop the facility, it would 
be placed in a "let George do it" cate- 
gory 


— Once considered a liability, rather 


than an asset, the regional facility will 
get the same kicking around as mass 
transportation. (It is generally under- 
stood that the only way to have it today 
is by government subsidy. With subsidy

must come regulation and control.) 


— The new regional centers to be built 


under the "necessary nuisance" stigma 
could become very unattractive since the 
cost of the amenities and aesthetics 
could be left out. (Who is to be proud of 
a facility that no one wants in his town?) 
Utility becomes the watchword. 


Mrs. Dyer has said that the only fac- 


tors that need to be considered are the 
fact that the people who shop at a region- 
al center are not all residents of the mu- 
nicipality which developed the center 
and (in her opinion) the location of a 
center is an accident of geography. 


In answer to Mrs. Dyer's first com- 


ment, let me list some of the benefits to 
many municipalities which come from 
Woodfield (We believe that most of them 
would apply in the case of any center): 


1 The equalized assessed value of the 


facilities on the tax rolls helps every 
property owner in every governmental or 
taxing district within which it falls. Each 
tax bill is lower because the facility is 
where it is. 


2. The multi-multi-raillion dollar pay- 


roll is enjoyed by thousands of people 
who live in the many towns around the 
center, both as a livelihood and by the 
local merchants in their hometowns. 


3 If the center were not developed, the 


people (who must still have ,the large 
purchase items and who want the variety 


j offered) will be forced to travel many 


miles more, and in some cases, pay 
parking fees and highway tolls. 


4. The people of the other towns do not 


have to pay for the services provided by 
the host municipality. 


A. Schaumburg doubled its fire depart- 


ment personnel (to 37 full-time firemen 
— an ongoing cost). 


B We built a new fire station and 


equipped it 


C. We nearly doubled our Police De- 


partment to handle the traffic, shop- 
lifters, car thefts, etc. 


D. We added new wells and reservoirs 


to the water system. 


E. We added new sewage collection fa- 


cilities. 


F. We put in new streets and roads, 


signalized and lighted them. Mainte- 
nance and improvements to these are 
ongoing and paid out of Schaumburg's 
Motor Fuel Taxes — no help from other 
towns. 
G. We nearly doubled our manpower 


and machinery in the public works de- 
partment to keep roads, sewers, water 
facilities and other facilities in top work- 
ing order. 


H The advent of the deserved "sales 


tax" income to Schaumburg has made a 
real estate tax unnecessary in our vil- 
lage. This puts us in a position to receive 
only a token amount of "revenue shar- 
ing" funds, leaving more to be appor- 
tioned to other towns. (One of the factors 
that determines the amount a commu- 
nity receives is "tax effort." The more 
the city taxes its people, the more reve- 
nue sharing funds it gets.) 


In answer to Mrs. Dyer's comment re- 


garding the location of a shopping center 
being an accident of geography: 


1. In Schaumburg's planning (in the 


1950's) thousands of acres were reserved 
in Schaumburg's only area any devel- 
oper wanted (at the time) for developing 
small, single family homes. 


2. Since tax base in the form of com- 


merce and industry was desired to sup- 
port our school districts, the land was 
zoned (many years ahead of any de- 
mand) to uses which would only accom- 
modate the commerce and industry. 


3. The people who owned that land 


were farmers, not millionaires, and when 
the offers for their land for single family 
development started to rise, they began 
asking that the land be rezoned because 
they wanted to selL Many of the meet- 
ings to ask them to wait, tell them why 
and convince them that they should not 
sue the village lasted into the wee hours 
of the morning. 


4. In 1961 Schaumburg zoned the land 


for its eventual use and started the pro- 
motions to implement the plan. 


5. There were hundreds of meetings 


with individuals and boards. The County 
Board, Metropolitan Sanitary District 
board, County Highway 
Department, 


State Highway Department, Forest Pre- 
serve District, State Bureau of Rivers 
and Streams, Commonwealth Edison, 
Northern Illinois Gas, Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone and many more had to be sold on 
our plan before we could try to interest 
any companies in our idea. 


6. After approval from all the above, 


we enlisted the aid of influential people 
from many fields to get our first major 
department store interested. Sears ap- 
proved in 1964 and we zoned the land for 
Woodfield in 1965. There was still only 
Sears in the picture. 


7. More hundreds of meetings later, 


the Taubman Company and J.C. Penney 
were with us, and finally Marshall Field 
& Company approved the plan and the 
location. 


8. From this point the meetings with 


all participants were cut back to one per 


month We called them progress meet- 
ings. 


9. Between those meetings were more 


hundreds of meetings between village 
personnel and all those original boards 
and officials to co-ordinate the design 
and architectural plans. Finally, approv- 
als were granted on the total building 
plans and ground was broken in Septem- 
ber, 1969. 


10. Hundreds of more meetings, each 


of which occasioned more engineering, 
planning, and building (of the roads, wa- 
ter facilities, sewers, storm drainage, 
etc.) and two years later we had the 
grand opening in September, 1971. 


These describe the "accident of geog- 


raphy" Mrs Giddy Dyer refers to in sup- 
port of her House Bill 552. 


In short — there would be no large 


shopping centers in the proper places 
were it not for the towns that planned 
them —without "sales tax" revenue, no 
town would want a shopping center — 
tremendous costs are involved in the de- 
velopment and maintenance of facilities 
to serve shopping centers — the shopping 
centers serve people from many towns, 
but those many towns are not obligated 
to pay the bills — of the five cents sales 
tax, the state keeps four cents and this 
four cents is used for the benefit of all 
the people in the state - a goodly por- 
tion of the one penny that is given back 
to the shopping center's home town is 
needed by that town to provide the nec- 
essary services to all the people who use 
the center — and without the shopping 
centers — no benefits would accrue. 
None to schools, none to the person 
earning a living, none to the business- 
man, none to the housewife for con- 
venient shopping, and none to the munic- 
ipality with or without the center. All 
governmental units would then have to 
levy higher taxes to provide services for 
their people because the tax base of the 
center would not be forthcoming. 


House Bill 552 should die in committee. 


Remember, the proposal is to change the 
law so that the towns with centers will 
wish they didn't have them and other 
towns couldn't, even if they wanted to. 
For a handout today, don't trade away 
your own opportunity of tomorrow. 


Word a day 
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Vacation homes can pay for themselves

NEW YORK (UPI) - Cement, normal- 


ly one of the most plentiful commodities 
In the world, suddenly has become 
scarce nearly everywhere. 


The United States and Japan, tradition- 


al exporters of cement, have been im- 
porting it for the past two years, the 
United States from Europe and Latin 
America, and Japan from other Asian 
countries, 


Korea is shipping cement to Japan for 


the first time this year and expects to 
supply her with from 300,000 to 500,000 
tons Korean and Japanese sources re- 
port a severe cement shortage in much 
of Asia because of a building boom, 


Demand for cement in Indo-China, for 


example, built up steadily all during the 
Indo-Chlna war and is expected to accel- 
erate once peace finally comes to Viet- 
nam and Cambodia. 


SINCE ROCK and clays suitable for 


making cement are found practically ev- 
erywhere and the art of making it has 
been known for 2,000 years, It may seem 
surprising a shortage could develop. 


Insofar as the United States is con- 


cerned, two large producers. Universial 
Atlas Division of U.S. Steel and Atlantic 
Cement Co. of Stanford, Conn., gave the 
same general explanation. 


In the 1950s and most of the 1960s, the 


American cement industry overbuilt new 


mills 
Competition became so severe 


prices were depressed and most com- 
panies suffered sales declines. When de- 
mand picked up sharply at the start of 
the 1970s, administration price controls 
hit the cement industry hard because its 
prices were controlled on the basis of 
those during three rather 
depressed 


years. 


AT THE same time, he cement makers 


had to face up to challenges from the 
environmental group. 


"Let's fact it," said an official of At- 


lantic Cement, "We manufacture a dust 
and there are many steps in the process 
of making it that are expensive and diffi- 
cult to control from the point of view of 
curbing pollution." 


An Atlantic Cement spokesman said 


there was another environmental prob- 
lem — difficulty in finding sites for new 
nulls and quarries that are acceptable to 
the local population. 


"People don't like the noise of the 


blasting and they don't like the dust," he 
said. 


The problem ultimately is solvable but 


it will take time, the companies said. 
Meanwhile, demand is expected to con- 
tinue to grow everywhere because the 
amounts of cements needed for build- 
ings, highways, airports, dams and other 
structures keep multiplying. 


You can literally make most vacation 


homes pay for themselves — assuming 
that your place is rentable — if you un- 
derstand an important distinction In the 
Internal Revenue Code. 


Most owners of second homes aren't 


aware of the rules that determine how 
the property is to be treated for tax pur- 
poses, and fail to take advantage of ma- 
jor tax-shelter features. There is a big 
difference between, on the one hand, just 
renting the place out part of the time, for 
some income to offset expenses, and on 
the other, doing what's necessary to 
make it qualify as income property — a 
business operated for a profit. 


One way you can deduct full tax loss- 


es, the other way, you can't. You can't 
unless it's a genuine income property. 


What's the test of that? Partly that you 


turn a profit part of the time. But "the 
key," says a recent issue of McGraw- 
Hill's "Business Week Letter," lies in 
"having all the trappings of a business, 
as well as showing a profit for two out of 
every five years " 


THE PROFIT test is that same that's 


applied to gentleman farmers and such, 
to determine whether they're in business 
or just trying to write off a hobby. But 
more than that, the IRS looks for 
"serious business intent" For example, 
suggests the McGraw-Hill business let- 
ter: "You're not serious if you occupy 


the home yourself during prime rental 
season." 


Thus, one couple owning a house on the 


Long Island shore have it rented out for 
the entire summer. And, to the puzzle- 
ment of some of their friends, they're 
sharing with another couple the cost of 
renting a similar house almost within a 
stone's throw, for their own vacation use. 


It makes eminently good sense, be- 


cause as the owner of genuine income 
property you can list as business ex- 
penses the mortgage interest, taxes, in- 
surance, depreciation, maintenance, fees 
paid to a rental agent, and other costs of 
doing business. 


Let's say all these expenses total $2,650 


for the year, and your rental income is 
$1,500 You then have a tax loss of $1,150, 
which reduces by that much your income 
from other sources — your salary, eg.— 
and if you're in a 28 per cent tax brack- 
et, cuts your taxes by $322. 


TAKING THE other case — where you 


don't meet the IRS tests — you can have 
the same expenses, and the same $1,500 
income for the year. But now you can 
deduct only mortgage interest and taxes 
and, beyond that, no more expenses than 
will bring the total to the $1,500 income 
figure. For you, that valuable tax loss is 
ruled out. 


But how, you may wonder, can you 


manage to satisfy the IRS with a profit 
two years out of five, if expenses con- 
sistently exceed income? 


For one thing, you can bunch expenses 


in one year — making a mortgage pay- 
ment in December rather than January, 
for example. For another, shift income 
where possible. The owner of a ski lodge 
could collect 
one winter's rent in 


Janaury, the next winter's in December 
of that same year 


One caution: All expenses have to be 


apportioned between the time you spend 
In your place, and the time it's tenant- 
occupied. 


Some tips on satisfying IRS require- 


ments: Keep good records showing that 
you have the place listed with a rental 
agent, that you keep after him to use his 
best efforts to rent it, and that it's adver- 
tised at prevailing rates.

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Urge common front to head off oil crisis

BRUSSELS (UPI) - Before this year 


ends, the United States, Japan and Eu- 
rope will be asked to form a common 
front to head off the coming world oil 
ciisis. 


Many economists and oil experts fear 


that unless this front is formed, the crisis 
will arise within the next decade in a 
storm of such fury that the non-Commu- 
nist alliance, already under 
severe 


strain, will collapse in a competitive 
scramble for the dwindling Middle East 
reserves. 


Warnings of the crisis are nothing new. 


It has been predicted ever since experts 
realized that world oil demand will 
double by 1985, but world oil supplies will 
not 


Thus, a classic shortage is building up. 


In such a situation, tremendous power 
over the world's economies and in- 
dustries will lie with those who control 
the oil reserves — and that means the 
Middle East nations. 


These nations — along with Venezuela, 


Indonesia and Nigeria — belong to a 
powerful cartel called the Organization 
of P e t r o l e u m Exporting Countires 
(OPEC), which controls some 60per cent 
of the world's known oil reserves. 


So far, its power has been so great that 


it has won a 72 per cent increase in in- 
come in the past three years, plus ac- 
ceptance of the principle of "participa- 
tion" — the gradual takeover of own- 
ership of the West's drilling operations in 
the Middle East. 


Most of OPEC's power stems from the 


fact that it has grouped the major oil 
exporting countries into unaccustomed 
unity and has kept the oil companies 
from unifying by insisting on dealing 
with them one by one. 


Many oficials have decided that it is 


time for the West to unite and fight back, 
with nations taking over the battle from 


the oil companies. 


When President Nixon sends his long- 


awaited energy message to Congress, he 
is expected to urge joint action by Amer- 
ica, Europe and Japan to face the Arab 
oil producers together, to seek out new 
forms of energy and to set contingency 
plans for stockpiling and rationing in 
case of a crisis. 


"We need active, firm, coordinated 


support of all countries," Walter J Levy, 
a presidential oil adviser, said recently. 
"If we go it alone, we are just going to 
undermine each other, driving up the 
price." 


In Brussels, the executive commission 


of the European Common Market nlans 
to ask its nine member governments for 
power to negotiate a similar common 
front. 


But this unity is still in the talking 


stage. In the meantime, Nixon's energy 
message has been delayed several times. 
Henri Simonet, the Common Market 


commissioner for energy, has said Eu- 
rope should act on its own to guarantee 
oil supplies by setting up trade deals 
with the Middle East nations — a gambit 
that could easily turn into competition 
with the United States, as the Arabs play 
Washington off against Brussels. 


OPEC, not surprisingly, opposes any 


Western attempt at unity and already 
has threatened an embargo — a shut- 
down of the West's oil supplies — if it is 
tried. 


It may be too late now. The stakes and 


the pressure are growing every week and 
the industrial nations have little experi- 
ence in energy cooperation. 


Moreover, the power of the purse has 


suddenly shifted to the Arabs. 


The Chase Manhattan Bank estimated 


recently that it would take $1 trillion in 
investments before 1985 to supply world 
oil needs. By then, there may be only one 
source — the Arab nations themselves — 
with that kind of money.

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Overbreathing is nervous hyperventilation problem 


Denr Dr, Lamb — A few days ago I 


was taken to the hospital by ambulance 
I had no circulation in either of my arms 
or legs and I was having a hard time 
breathing. After awhile one of the doc- 
tors told two other doctors to hold a me- 
di'im sized white bag wer my face After 
I breathed into the bag for awhile my 
blnod started to circulate again. 


First of all, why this method, and sec- 


ond, my husband refuses to believe they 
did this to me Please answer my ques- 
tion so I can prove it really happened 


Dear Reader — I haven't the slightest 


doubt that it happened. Although you 
thought you were having trouble breath- 
ing, the probabilities are that '/on were 
having an episode of hyperventilation 
w h i c h means overbreathing. When 
people breathe too fast or too deeply 
they'll blow off a lot more carbon dioxide 
fiom their lungs than they should with 
normal respiration This results in up- 
setting the body chemistry or the acid 
base balance. Tlie reason is because the 
carbon dioxide comes from degeneration 
of carbonic acid into water and carbon 
dioxide and eliminates a certain amount 
of the body's normal acid essential to 
balanced body chemistry. 


When this occurs there are changes in 


the ciiculation It can cause fainting and 
there may be difficulty in obtaining the 
ptitse There's often numbness around 
the mouth, and in advanced stages, ting- 
ling in the hands with even spasm of the 
muscles in the hands and forearm. 


Obviously if overbreathing is the prob- 


lem, the treatment is to collect the car- 
bon dioxide and help the body readjust 
it«! chemistry. By breathing into a bag 
the carbon dioxide accumulates in the 
bag and is rebreathed into the lungs. 
Building up the carbon dioxide level in 
this case helps to correct the problem 
from overbreathing It's a standard 
treatment and used frequently in these 
conditions. 


Researchers transfer tumor immunity 


Negates, Ariz. (UPI) — Researchers 


who hope eventually to produce a cancer 
vaccine reported they have successfully 
t r a n s f e r r e d tumor immunity from 
healthy persons 
to acute 
leukemia 


patients 


But, said Dr. Albert F. LoBuglio of 


Ohio State University College of Medi- 
cine, they haven't yet determined if the 
increased cellular immunity helps in 
terms of tumor resistance or cure. 


"We have successfully transferred cel- 


lular immunity to tumor antigens in sar- 
coma and acute leukemia," LoBuglio 
told the American Cancer Society's 15th 
science writers' seminar.

Pilots, incidentally, will over- 


breathe when they are exposed to alti- 
tude because the air is thinner and they 
overbreathe in trying to increase the ox- 
ygen supply. In so doing they may blow 
off too much carbon dioxide. More often 
in normal life circumstances persons can 
overventilate because they are anxious 
or nervous about something. Once they 
start having difficulties, of course, they 
get even more anxious and overbreathe 
more and the condition gets worse until 
the person actually faints or some other 
condition intervenes.

of patients to develop immunity to tumor 
specific antigens — specific portions of 
tumor cells through blood cells which 
recognize them and cause their destruc- 
tion, a bodily defense mechanism called 
cellular immunity. 


LoBuglio's team worked with "transfer 


factor," a very small molecule or collec- 
tion of molecules which reside in circu- 
lating white blood cells. It has been used 
previously to transfer immunity from 
one person to another in a variety of dis- 
eases. 


The Ohio State group sought to deter- 


mine if it could be used to selectively 
improve cellular immunity in patients 
with acute leukemia and other selected 
tumors. 


They found that close contacts and the 


family of acute leukemia patients and of 
those with "at least some types of can- 


Such episodes are not life-threatening 


under usual circumstances. It is impor- 
tant to understand what they are because 
if a person is having an overbreathing 
episode he should make an effort to 
b r e a t h e slowly and shallowly. In- 
cidentally, it's not a good idea to try to 
hold your breath at this point because 
this triggers-off some reflexes which can 
affect the normal beating mechanism of 
the heart and circulatory function and 
can even be dangerous. 


cer" develop an immune reaction to the 
tumor without developing cancer. The 
immune contacts become donors of the 
transfer factor, which is harvested from 
their white blood cells and injected in the 
cancer patients. 


Within 48 to 72 hours of injection, the 


patients developed cellular immunity. 
"Thus, the patient's cellular immunity to 
tumor antigens can be induced or im- 
proved following transfer factor immuno- 
therapy," LoBuglio said. 


Studies are now under way to deter- 


mine the necessary dosages to maintain 
a state of cellular immunity and to deter- 
mine whether use of cancer drugs will 
interfere with the immune state. 


"Once these problems are solved, the 


critical question of clinical response in 
patients can be evaluated," LoBuglio 
said. 


Your problem then will be to try to 


understand why you had overbreathing 
in the first place and resolve whatever 
anxieties or factors contributed to it and 
recognizing what the episode is. Then in 
the future if you start having one, you 
can breathe slowly and shallowly so that 
you won't get into as much difficulty.

In case you hadn't heard,.the annual 


Dandelion Festival will be held in Vine- 
land, N.J., April 5-7. Its purpose is to call 
attention to the nutritive and esthetic 
values of dandelions as, among other 
things, a base for wine. 


Dandelion wine is a fine old tradition. 


And the way things are going, we may 
all be making our own, since wine prices 
are at an all-time high. 


The recent devaluation didn't help. A 


New York dealer reported recently that 
his imported wines, already up, will go 
up at least 10 per cent and, in some in- 
stances, as much as SO per cent, because 
of the devaluation. 


Domestic brands are up, too. It's the 


same old story: limited supply and sky- 
rocketing demand. Wines are so popular 
now that at least one Washington dealer 
has set up a plan enabling wine lovers to 
finance their purchases through a local 
bank. And a recent ad for a firm that 
remodels pickup truck-type vans offers 
wine racks, along with such amenities as 
wall-to-wall carpeting and stereo equip- 
ment. 


IN CASE YOU, TOO, are getting inter- 


ested in wine, here are a few mis- 
cellaneous bits of information for the 
amateur oenologist (student of wine). 


—Thomas Jefferson, whose birthday is 


April 13, was a lover of wine. While he 
thought that whiskey "was destroying 
one-third of our population," he said that 
"good wine is a necessity of life for me." 


—Most wineries bottle in the tradition- 


al fifths, splits (6Vi oi,), tenths (13 oz.) 
and magnums (32 ox.) A few also offer a 
Jeroboam, or double magnum (104 oz.) 
Nobody these days seems to be offering 
a rehoboam (156 oz.), methuselah (208 
oz.) or a nebuchadnezzar (502 oz.) The 
nebuchadnezzar, once offered by French 
champagne makers, stands as tall as a 
2-year-old child. 


—Wine prices vary from less than a 


dollar to $11,200 paid at a Paris auction 
late last year for a Jeroboam of 1929 vint- 
age Chateau Mouton-Rothschild. 


—New records may be set at the fifth 


anniversary Heublein Premiere National 
Auction of Rare Wines, to be held May 31 
in Atlanta. The assortment includes 
some 30,000 bottles whose total worth 
could approach $500,000. 


—Few hostesses these days see any 


need for many different wine glasses. 
Most favor the single, all-purpose, clear 
goblet with stem for all wines. Many pre- 
fer an eight to ten ounce size, which is 
large enough to permit a generous 
serving and still leave ample room for 


the fragrance to collect above the wine. 


-AGREEING THAT the tulip-shaped 


glass is less suited to rapid, accurate ap- 
praisal of bouquet, a committee of the 
International Organization for Standard- 
ization last year approved the elongated 
egg shape for a standard wine-tasting 


Health director proposes 
Illinois abortion guidelines 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - 
Guidelines 


designed to set "limitations, conditions 
and qualifications" for abortions per- 
formed in Illinois have been proposed by 
Dr. Joyce Lashof, acting director of the 
Illinois Department of Public Health. 


"The recommended standards, which I 


hope will be adopted by the legislature, 
are designed to prescribe the environ- 
ment In which abortions are performed 
and to protect the health and welfare of 
the women of this state," Mrs. Lashot 


said last week. 


She said that although the U.S. Su- 


preme Court has ruled abortions are le- 
gal, "We can try to set the limitations, 
conditions and qualifications for abor- 
tions." The court ruled abortions may be 
performed during, the first three months 
of pregnancy. 


Under the recommendations, 
which 


would involve abortions performed dur- 
ing the first three months of pregnancy,

"There are few recreations more 


pleasing than fancy needlework, which, 
while it affords ladies great opportunities 
of displaying their taste, makes them no 
less sociable to those around them. It is 
a graceful occupation, and an in- 
exhaustible source of innocent and laud- 
able employment." 


Those were the words of Mrs. Bradbee 


of Brighton, England, in "The Ladies 
Needlework Instructor" in 1842. 


"I love doing this thing. It's relaxation. 


You can charge it off to mental health." 


"You get so much pleasure out of ac- 


complishing something. It's a heck of a 
lot better than dusting." 


"It keeps me from smoking or eat- 


ing." 


Those were the words of women at- 


tending a session of needlepoint instruc- 
tion at the Des Plaines Historical Society 
Museum. 


"EVERYBODY HAS inherent creative 


abilities, but some have never had the 
chance or have never gotten excited 
enough to want to use them. With proper 
tools, instruction and encouragement, no- 
body fails." 


Those were the words of Jan Sinamon 


who conducted the session. She has been 
doing needlepoint for 10 years. During 
that time her vision has improved 
("Check with my eye doctor if you don't 
believe me!"), she has discovered a new 
way to relax ("It's as good as yoga") 
and she has learned how to make flash 
dinners that don't impose too much on 
her needlepoint time. 


"The first symptom of needlepoint ad- 


diction is when you begin collecting reci- 
pes for casseroles that take only 15 min- 
utes," she said. 


NEEDLEPOINT, ACCORDING to the 


Good Housekeeping Needlecraft Encyclo- 
pedia, is any kind of embroidery that is 
worked on counted threads, the stitches 
completely covering the material on 
which the work is done. 


Needlepoint is worked on either a 


single (mono) or double thread canvas, 
called a scrim. The scrim may have a 
fine, medium or coarse mesh, and may 
be sold with a stamped design, or the 
design can be worked from a chart. With 
today's larger mesh scrims and thicker 
wool yarns, a needlepoint project moves 
along faster. 


Petit point, which means "little 


stitch," is smaller, finer needlepoint. 


NO DOUBT ABOUT it, evidence of the 


renaissance of the ancient art of needle- 
point is everywhere, the northwest sub- 
urbs included. One doesn't have far to go 
for instruction — adult evening classes, 
knit and fabric shops, junior colleges, 
sewing clubs or — if you're lucky enough 
to live near a Jan Sinamon — your next 
door neighbor. 


Sixty curious women attended the 1%- 


hour session offered at three different 
times at the historical museum. Instruct- 
ed by Mrs. Sinamon and Mary Tangway, 
her teaching assistant in evening school 
needlework classes, the women learned 
five of the ten basic needlepoint stitches, 
and used each of them on portions of an 
eyeglass case which they would finish at 
home.

lines," she advised as the women began 
the business of embroidering their in- 
itials.

"Just change your name," piped up 


one of the women.

cians licensed by the state and with the 
written consent of the patient. A regis- 
tered nurse and an 
anesthesiologist 


would also have to be present, both dur- 
ing the operation and the recovery. 


—COl/LD BE performed only in facil- 


ities fully equipped with necessary medi- 
cal equipment and meeting sanitary and 
fire safety regulations If the facility is 
not a hospital, then it must be within 15 
minutes of a hospital in the event com- 
plications should develop. 


—Could be performed only after the 


physician provides prior counseling to 
the patient "to permit a considered deci- 
sion " The physician would also supply 
contraceptive advice and follow-up to all 
his patients after an abortion 


Mrs. Lashof also suggested that abor- 


tions performed after the first three 
months — which under law could be per- 
formed only to save the mother's life — 
should be limited to hospitals. Abortions 
performed during the last three months 
should be agreed to by three physicians, 
she suggested. 


"I am asking members of the medical 


profession and administrative and medi- 
cal personnel of our hospitals to take 
steps to Implement these guidelines even 
before legislation is enacted," she said.

'Arsenic' not up to par

Some plays never lose their power to 


enthrall. "Arsenic and Old Lace" is one 
of them. 


Of course, its plot is barely believable. 


Playwright Joseph Kesseling admits he 
based it on his grandmother and the 
most improbable thing she might do. 


Two old ladies, sweet and genteel, take 


pity on lonely old men and help them out 
of their misery. When one nephew acci- 
dentally discovers their secret activity. 
and another arrives unexpectedly, inter- 
rupting their latest pursuit of it, the ac- 
tion on stage gets both complicated and 
hilarious. 


Add a third nephew with delusions of 


being President Teddy Roosevelt and 
you have a melodrama-satire that al- 
ways seems good for an evening's light 
entertainment. 


Unfortunately the Des Plaines Theatre

Arlington's 'Private Lives' 
glowing tribute to Coward

The current production of "Private 


Lives" at Arlington Park Theatre is in- 
deed a glowing tribute to its playwright, 
Noel Coward who little more than a week 
ago died at the age of 73. 


The bouyant comedy which hardly 


needs an introduction, having been popu- 
larly staged for a period of over 30 
years, is purported to be Coward's favor- 
ite among all the plays he has written 
and also his best offering. 


Perhaps knowing this sparked the win- 


some performance by Louis Jourdan and 
Barbara Rush who together share the 
spotlight on the Arlington stage and aptly 
turn this production into a very enjoy- 
able and memorable one. 


"PRIVATE LIVES," though written in 


1930, has an universal timeless appeal. 
Coward is adept at exposing those cer- 
tain hangups of human nature that 
change little from generation to gener- 
ation. 


Louis Jourdan and Barbara Rush play 


a couple who find they cannot get along 
and live together, nor can they stand to 
be apart. You might say that they love 
each other to death ... at leastways to a 
point of constant irritation. 


"We are two nasty acids bubbling 


about in a matrimonial bottle," is how 
Elyot Chase, played by Jourdan, de- 
scribes the situation. 


And though Noel Coward Is able to 


keep the play extremely gleeful and light 
with a constant bombardment of idiotic 
accusations and capricious name calling, 
"Private Lives" far surpasses the usual 
frothy farce. Audience members are 
being schooled as well as entertained. 


BUT ENOUGH about the comedy it- 


self. "Private Lives" could not have 
achieved such aplomb without the very 
efficient duet of Rush and Jourdan. They 
complement one another and I cannot 
imagine after viewing this production, 
anyone else I would rather see cast in 
either role.

ness that borders on the verge of being 
devlish. Headstrong and obstinate her re- 
torts to her ex-husband lover are never 
without a delightful impact. 


In fact a battle of wits that in many 


renditions of "Private Lives" becomes 
tedious and dull, is a decided highlight of 
the Arlington Theatre production. 


IN A SUAVE subtle manner, Jourdan 


comes back with an amusing, if not ri- 
diculous answer to every outburst by 
Amanda. The height of arguing occurs in 
the second act when after a short reun- 
ion, Amanda and Elyot revert right back 
to their normal pace of bickering. 


Meanwhile during their period of sepa- 


ration (they were married two years and 
separated five), the two remarry, and 
their present mates, played by Francis 
Bethencourt, and Sibyl, played by Eliza- 
beth Swain, rate as additional merit to 
the comedy's success. 


Sibyl, a sniffling and vulnerable young 


woman, and Victor, who is as staid and 
stuffed as they come, offer their own 
personality traits and luster to the show. 


ONE OF THE best scenes is the final 


one in which around the breakfast table 
the four try to appear perfectly blase in 
what can only be described as a very 
uncomfortable situation. 


Also appearing in the play is Edith 


Wilson, who does a good job in the role 
of the maid, Louise. 


"Private Lives" that was directed by 


Basil Langton, is being staged at Arling- 
ton Park Theatre through Easter Sun- 
day. It is a warm, endearing comedy 
that nudges one to come away chuckling 
and feeling good. 


Kay. They live in Brooklyn in the days 
just before World War II when gunmen 
still chased about pursued by police and 
people rented out rooms. They feel a 
Christian obligation to lessen the lone- 
liness of the old gentlemen who come to 
rent a room in their house, but it would 
be unfair to anyone who's not seen "Ar- 
senic and Old Lace" to reveal just how. 
Suffice it to say the old ladies don't look 
on it as murder but rather a gesture of 
mercy. 


Their nephew, Mortimer Brewster, is a 


newspaper drama critic who nearly 
comes undone when he discovers a body 
in the window seat. As played by Ken L. 
Johnson, the role is hampered by an 
overly youthful appearance which even a 
moustache fails to disguise. Johnson also 
relies too much on exaggerated gestures, 
for example, his too zealous handling of 
his fiance, Elaine, as he tries on various 
occasions to persuade her to go home. 
Pushing and shoving are more appro- 
priate to a kiddie show than a play for 
adults, comedy though it be. 


BARBARA CURREN as Elaine is no 


better. She acts and pouts like a spoiled 
teenager rather than a young woman in 
love who's baffled and angered by her 
fiance's contradictory behavior. 


On the other band, Vince Monteleone, 


who really is a teenager, gives a con- 
vincing portrayal of Teddy Brewster, the 
nephew who dwells in fantasyland believ- 
ing himself to be Teddy Roosevelt. 


Both he and Johnson could use a little 


more aging in their make-up, however, 
as the contrast between them and the 
third nephew, their brother Jonathan, 
played by George Wood, is noticeable. 
Making his Des Plaines Guild debut in 
the role of the evil Jonathan, Wood is 
much more believable than Ken Johnson. 


Michael Sims is most skillful in his 


portrayal of the inebriated Dr. Einstein, 
reluctant companion to Jonathan. The 
audience particularly enjoyed his bumbl- 
ing about in the darkened living room 
with the elusive Mr. Spenalzo and his 
puffed cheek-bowed leg stance to delude 
the police. 


IN A LESSER role, Tom Wagner 


makes would-be writer Officer O'Hara 
appropriately boring, and John Maes and 
John Schile turn in satisfactory perform- 
ances as other police officers. Marshall 
Kievit might better stick to production. 
His set is excellent, but I found his facial 
contortions distracting in the part of 
Lieut. Rooney. 


Jim Beddia appears in two roles as 


Mr. Gibbs and Mr. Witherspoon. Cary 
Miller plays a "stiff," Mr. Spenalzo.

If the title bid had to end, what a finish 


it was! 


Rolling Meadows went down fighting 


Sunday night in the North Section cham- 
pionship of the Metropolitan High School 
Hockey League at Arlington Ice Spect- 
rum.

Rolling Meadows' Jack 
Conway and New Trier's Tom Lee 
repealdly turned back what appeared al- 
most sure goals. 


After New Trier pushed in three goals 


in the second period to assume a 4-2 
lead, the Mustangs narrowed it to 4-3 
midway through the final session on 
Mike Stanley's short poke. They had sev- 
eral chances to tie it but were hurt by 
penalties in the third period. 


Actually, only some great defensive 


work kept Meadows in it until the end. 
The Indians also were frustrated many 
times in the final period. Once, 'they put 
the puck in the net but the whistle had 
blown a second earlier, wiping out the 


score. Another time they had a two-man 
advantage but Meadows' Retzer broth- 
ers, Dave and Mike, and Marc Klemp 
weathred the storm. And Conway made 
several saves at point-blank range. 


Dick Glass, a Chicago Minor Hawk, 


put Rolling Meadows on the Scoreboard 
in the first period with Retzer and Craig 
"Bear" Glander assisting. The period 
ended 1-1. 


New Trier took a very short-lived lead 


early in the second period after a two-on- 
none break, bat the score was again tied 
only five seconds later on John Verdlco's 
breakaway score. But power play goals 
by Randy Rankln and Larry Fox gave 
the Indians a two-goal lead after two. 


Only Shanley was able to answer op- 


portunity's knock in the final period. 


New Trier coach Bert Keats praised 


the losers, who finished with a 12-5-2 
record. "I haven't seen Rolling Meadows 
against anyone else, but against us, 
they've been as good as anybody I'ye 
seen," he said. 


Keats added that Lee is the "whole 


reason we're this far." He also singled 
out Glander as having been impressive 
for Meadows. 


Rolling Meadows coach Jim Burgin 


said that despite the loss, "the season 
went better than we expected.

IF IT WAS UP to Rick Mann, Hersey 


would be a year-round wrestling in- 
stitution. 


"I'm ready to go next week," Mann 


bubbled after learning of his appoint- 
ment to Mersey's headcoaching 
reins 


Friday. 


The move, precipitated by the depar- 


ture of Tom Porter who accepted a posi- 
tion as wrestling and assistant football 
coach at the University of Illinois, was 
finalized by Hersey Athletic Director 
Dick Kinneman. 


"Of course we hated to replace a coach 


of Porter's caliber," Kinneman 
said, 


"but he really deserved a shot In the col- 
lege ranks. He paid the price of tremen- 
dously long hours and went out of his 


way to organize the grade school Ind 
park district programs which proved so 
valuable to the end product here at Her- 
sey." 


For his efforts, Porter and Hersey 


were rewarded with two consecutive 
state championships — a feat accom- 
plished by just a half-dozen schools in 
the tournament's long history. 


But now the successful five-year pro- 


gram progresses under a new regime — 
Rick Mann's — and he enthusitically 
welcomes the challenge. 


Actually Mann won't be assuming the 


controls blindfolded. For four years, he 
was an integral part of the Huskie ma- 
chine which annually rose to the top of 
the Mid-Suburban League's mat stand- 
ings. 


"1 associated with Tom (Porter) quite 


regularly." Rick said in explaining Ms 
complimentary role as coach of the 
freshmen and junior varsity teams. 


"When tournament time rolled around, 


we'd get together and start peaking the 
kids. He was great at that and I feel 
very fortunate that I was able to learn 
some of his techniques." 


For that reason, Mann admitted that 


Hersey's wrestling program would not 
undergo any drastic alterations. 


Perhaps the most difficult assignment 


acquired by the 27-year-old former high 
school and college standout will be to 
continue the personal relationships with 
the kids that Porter so successfully es- 
tablished. 


"If I bad to single out the most Impor- 


tant thing that 1 learned from Tom, It 
would be how to relate to the Udt.. .how 
to talk to them.. .work with them.. .get 
tkeir maximum effort at the right 


time..." Mann confessed. 


"He showed me enthusiasm that was 


just unbelievable. And you'd better be- 
lieve a winning coach has to eat and 
sleep wrestling — not just during the 
season, but during the whole year." 


While Mann's slight (5-foot-7V'2, 145 


pounds) appearance is most deceiving, 
his physical stature was even more di- 
minutive during his hey-day on both prep 
and college mats. 


A graduate of Morton East High School 


'in Cicero, Rick played the hunger game 
during which time he wrestled all four 
years at the same 127 pounds. 


"I think I had the most trouble during 


my senior year," Rick recalled. "Food 
really started looking good that year, but 
it's just part of the self-discipline and 
sacrifice of a high school wrestler." 


In his junior campaign, Mann went 


downstate before being eliminated in the 
tournament's second round. His senior 
season was more fruitful from a record 
standpoint as Rick crushed 20 straight 
opponents, but from a tournament view, 
it was perhaps disappointing when his 
streak was prematurely snapped in the 
sectionals. 


Mann donated his wrestling prowess to 


Illinois State University in Normal where 
he "splurged" three pounds and tackled 
four straight seasons at 130. 


His determination among the "light- 


weights" produced two straight confer- 
ence championships and a couple trips to 
the nationals. 


Rick is probably rolling up a pretty im- 


pressive record on the mats at Hersey, 
too, where he is an avid participant. 


"I get on the mats whenever I think I 


can help get a point across or to correct 
mistakes," Rick said. "There are just 
some things yon can't explain without a 
demonstration. 


"In most cases, I'll continue what Tom 


started," Mann projected in explaining 
his first-year plans. "Tom stressed the 
feet, I think, more than anything else. 
The feet and the takedowns," he reite- 
rated. 


"If anything, I may put more emphasis 


toward pins," Mann finally said. "Tom 
felt that you couldn't pin the better kids 
anyway. I may be a little more aggres- 
sive toward the pin, but that may be the 
only philosophy that we may differ on. I 
think there are a lot of points to be had 
when you get somebody on their back." 


Is there any pressure to produce in the 


glorified manner that has become tradi- 
tional at Hersey? 


"I think the only pressure that could 


possibly be applied would come from 
myself, personally," Rick answered. "A 
coach has to have some talent to work 
with In order to produce." 


Hersey has been blessed with ex- 


tremely large turnouts on the pivotal 
freshman levels where it is not uncom- 
mon for upwards of 75 potential grap- 
plers to enroll anually. 


With that much interest, Hersey's 


three-year domination could snowball 
into a dynasty. 


At least it wont ever be out-Mann-ed.

Lake 
Michigan is still very cold, but the outfall 
from the company's generating station 
keeps the waters in that location at a 
warmer temperature. It, therefore, is the 
most consistent fish producer on the 
lakefront. 


A hundred feet or so from the Edison 


channel you can't find the warm water, 
but access to the channel itself is avail- 
able by way of the bridge. 


This spot, in fact, is perhaps the only 


year-round open water fishing facility in 
this area. 


Commonwealth Edison takes water 


from the lake, swings it through the gen- 
erating station where it picks up heat, 
and releases it back into the lake warm- 
er, and cleaner, than it was when they 
picked it up. 


The warmed water courses through the 


channel toward the lake. At the mouth of 
this channel, the company built a 
$172.000 foot-bridge to give fishermen ac- 
the alewlfe. smelt and other small bait- 
fish that like these waters. 


Not only smelt, but the best German 


Brown Trout in the lake find their way 
into these waters. The trout are chasing 
the alewife, smelt and other small baitf- 
ish that like these waters. 


Fishing the Edison channel Is much 


like fishing any river or stream. Live 
bait fishermen have most of the best of 
it. A minnow swimming from a river-rig 
with a bottom belt sinker works. Second 
in choice is the always-effective nite 
crawler. 


Artificial bait fishermen agree on very 


little, but at the Edison discharge chan- 
nel, they seem to agree that the split-rig 
method works most consistently for the 
big Browns that prowl the swiftly moving 
waters. 


A Little Cleo spoon. Silver Minnow or 


other heavy, chromed spoon Is rigged at 
the end of the line, mostly for casting 
accuracy, but also as weight and added 
lure. About three feet above the spoon 
goes a three-way swivel. Attach 18 to 24 
Inches of monofllament to the swivel and 
tie a pinkie jig direct to the terminal 
end. 


Whether you are fishing in the channel 


before the bridge or at the mouth of the 
channel where the water pours into the 
lake doesn't matter too much, except 
that you must begin your cast upstream. 


Cast the spoon as far upstream as you 


can. When it hits the water, It almost 
immediately begins floating back down 
stream, sinking as it goes. Occasionally 
a trout hits it shortly after the cast, but 
for the most part, they take the pinkie 
Jig somewhere near the bottom. 


What's happening with this rig ex- 


plains its effectiveness. As the silver 
spoon sinks toward the bottom, drifting

d o w n s t r e a m , the lighter pinkie is 
stretched ahead of it by the current. 
When the spoon finally touches the bot- 
tom, it sort of flips and slips along, while 
the jig stays stretched out above it in the 
moving water. The trout almost always 
hit the pinkie. 


Another advantage of this split-rig fish- 


ing Is that it can be peaceful and quiet 
fishing. After the spoon has drifted to the 
full length of the line you've cast, it stays 
busy on the bottom. The jig is just as 
busy above it, twisting and jigging 
against the stretched line. You can just 
stand there and relax until the trout 
finds it. 


Besides the trout, you can also expect 


to pick up an occasional northern pike, 
coho and, once in a great while, a young 
Chinook salmon in these waters. 


The Edison discharge channel also of- 


fers something in the way of fly fishing 
for those of us who feel deprived. I like 
Danny Gapen's Muddler Minnow about 
as well as any I've used here. 


A muddler is perhaps the most con- 


sistent trout lure a fly rodder can use. In 
the Edison channel, though, you have to 
be a little bit clever with it, or all it will 
get is wet. 


To be a successful muddler, first you 


have to think like a trout. Keep in mind 
that the trout and salmon both look up, 
always. They never search the bottom, 
head down, like a bass or carp. So your 
lure should be off the bottom. And it 
can't be just floating in the current, it 
must be "swimming" or the trout, no- 
body's fool, will ignore it. 


Choose a muddler about two Inches 


long. Cast it upstream as far as you can. 
I like to cast it upstream and as far 
across the channel as I can. As it floats 
down the opposite shoreline, it Is merely 
drifting and not attracting anything. 
When the muddler is at about a 45 de- 
gree angle from you, you mend line. 


This is the difficult part of fly rod fish- 


ing ... mending line. What you must do 
is stop the aimless drift of the fly and 
cause it to swim. 


Picture, first, that your heavy fly line 


is drifting more slowly than the fly, the 
tippet and the leader. Your first motion 
is a straight upward lift with the rod tip 
that will pick up that big bow in the line, 
leaving, hopefully, only the leader and 
the tippet in the water. When the line 
comes off the water, swing the rod tip 
hard downstream until you are pointing 
it about 45 degrees ahead of the fly. Then 
begin stripping line at your feet. 


If you've mended properly, the mud- 


dler makes an abrupt turn and begins 
swimming toward you across the cur- 
rent. Trout can't resist it. It takes some 
practice, but even your bad shots don't 
disturb the water or the fish. 


The Edison generating station in 


Waukegan is readily accessible. It's at 
the lake-end of Greenwood Street, just 
off Sheridan Road. 


Alarmists can call it "thermal pollu- 


tion" or whatever other scary title they 
can think up. Those who know better call 
it great fishing. Appar mtly the fish know 
something more than they are given 
credit for knowing. 


One of the most incredible winning 


streaks ever assembled in the Herald 
area will be put to a severe test if St.

Furthermore, there was the case of the 


sponsor that withdrew an NBC-TV dra- 
matic special, "Ben Franklin, Ameri- 
can," still unseen by a national video au- 
dience, because it went into certain as- 
pects of the historical figure's personal 
life 


The contents of all these programs 


were known and easily accessible, and 
all were scheduled. And then withdrawn.

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Natural naturalness too close to nature? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For some 


months now, eye shadow, hair fixatives 
and assorted other beauty aids have been 
formulated to help woman achieve the 
"natural look." 


I know a young woman who recently 


carried the natural look to the extreme 
by going to a party without wearing any 
cosmetics at all. 


Whereupon a number of other guests 


remarked that she had on too much 
makeup. This illustrates a basic flaw in 
current fashions. 


There is a danger that makeup will be- 


come so natural looking that people will 
be unable to distinguish it from the real 
thing. 


In which case, cosmetic sales would 


slump dreadfully. 


1 AM TOLD, however, that the cosmet- 


ics industry is aware of the risk and is 
working on a new line of toiletries that 


will eliminate that possibility. 


It is called the "supernatural look." 
The aim, as the name implies, is to 


make women look more natural than 
they actually are. 


Millie Piercelobe, a fashion consultant 


who told me about the project, believes 
the supernatural look will zoom cosmetic 
sales to new heights.

"And 
when women start vying with each other 
to see who can look the most natural, it's 
going to cause an unprecedented boom." 


I said, "Are you telling me the more

"With these cosmetics a woman can 
transcend normal naturalness, reaching 
an advanced state of naturalness never 
before achieved in real life." 


I SAID, "Isn't there a chance she

Me thought a long 
time after holding that first spade and 
finally slapped down his ace of clubs to 
hold declarer to 11 tricks.

As he pointed out afterwards, if he 
had just led a low spade at trick one 
there would have been no way for South 
to keep East out of the lead and he would 
have scored a tie for top instead of an 
average.

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Village examines 
legal remedies 
to Aspen ditch 


Buffalo Grove Village Attorney Rich- 


ard Raysa yesterday was looking into the 
legal obligation of Levitt and Sons to im- 
prove the Aspen Court drainage ditch 
which runs behind one of its devel- 
opments, 


A group of citizens living along the 


ditch protested to the village board Mon- 
day night that Levitt has refused to 
make improvements that were agreed on 
when the homes were purchased. 


Gary Bleritz, of 709 Aspen Ct, spokes- 


man for the group, said the ditch, which 
effects six homes, is at present an eye- 
sore and a danger to the neighborhood. 
The ditch in some places is as deep as 14 
feet and as wide as 44 feet. 


"The children in the neighborhood find 


the ditch very adventurous," Bieritz 
said. "I don't see it as being adventur- 
ous, I see it as being dangerous." 


Bieritz said the ditch has continued to 


get deeper and wider since he purchased 
his home. The residents want the ditch 
filled in Bud an underground culvert put 
in its place. 


Press conference 
slated today 
on new hospital 


A press conference will be held today 


to announce plans for a major hospital 
facility in the Wheeling-Northbrook area. 


Officials at Evanston Hospital have 


scheduled the meeting to discuss con- 
struction of a medical center on a site to 
be disclosed today.

the area. 


There are four major hospitals in the 


Northwest suburbs, including Northwest

ter In Elk Grove Village, Holy Family 
Hospital in Des Plaines and Lutheran 
General Hospital in Park Ridge. 


Since most of Evanston Hospital's 


patients reside in the Northwest suburbs 
It b believed the new facility would like- 
1y take care of the needs of those per- 
sons. 


Nurczyck dies soon 
after quitting race 


Wes Nurczyck, 754 N. Dennis Rd., 


Wheeling, an earlier candidate for the 
upcoming Dist. 21 School Board election, 
died yesterday, nine days after with- 
drawing from the race because of health 
reasons. 


Nurczyck, 47, was a late entry in the 


school board race and was running inde- 
pendently without seeking caucus sup- 
port. He stayed in the race until the final 
day of filing, when he withdrew his name 
from the ballot. He was a resident of 
Wheeling for 18 years. 


Ken Campbell of Levitt said yesterday 


the developer never agreed to fill in the 
ditch. He said the developer only agreed 
to clean, grade it down and plant grass 
to prevent further erosion. He said the 
developer plans to do the work this 
spring. 


Bieritz said the erosion has been so ex- 


tensive in some places that the ditch has 
consumed portions of some backyards. 
"The situation was grossly mis- 
represented when we purchased 
the 


land," he said. 


Vincent Morrison, of 699 Aspen Dr., 


told the board his lot was 125 feet long 
when he purchased his home. Due to ero- 
sion the lot is now 103 feet long. 


Morrison said because nothing has 


been planted along the ditch to prevent 
further erosion, his backyard will contin- 
ue to wash away. 


Bieritz said the homeowners feel it is 


the obligation of the developer to im- 
prove the ditch because they received no 
break in price due to its condition. "We 
paid the going price for that land," he 
said. "We didn't get it at a cut-rate 
price." 


Campbell, however, said Levitt did not 


misrepresent the land at the time the 
homes were sold. "All those homes were 
completed or substantially 
completed 


when they purchased them," he said. "It 
was a known fact that there was a drain- 
age ditch in the rear." 


Campbell said residents were toW 


when they purchased their homes that 
their lots sloped down toward the ditch. 
"They were never told that they had 125 
feet of flat usable lot," he said. 


Trustee James Shirley said Monday 


night he did not think the burden of im- 
proving the ditch should fall on the 
homeowners. "If they got no break when 
they bought this fiasco, they shouldn't be 
responsible for improving it," he said. 


Village Engineer Arnold Seaberg said 


because the developer made a mistake in 
its engineering drawings, it has had 
some problems with the ditch. He said in 
order for the developer to slope down the 
ditch to meet requirements, it would 
have to go still further into the back- 
yards of some homes. 


T r u s t e e Edward Fabish said he 


thought the developer should be required 
to make the improvements. "If they 
made a mistake and couldn't stay within 
the original plan, they should be respon- 
sible for correcting it," he said. 


Seaberg said although the planting of 


trees and shrubs along the ditch would 
prevent further erosion, it would not 
eliminate the dangers if the steep slope. 


Village President Gary Armstrong told 


the homeowners the village has met with 
the developers who have agreed to work 
with the village to alleviate the problem. 
"The ditch is a hazard and simply has to 
be improved one way or the other," 
Armstrong said. 


The possibility of taking Levitt to court 


if improvements are not made was dis- 
cussed at Monday's meeting. Trustee 
Jerry Driscoll reflected the feelings of 
the board when he said, "I think we 
should negotiate with the developer be- 
fore we declare war and take him to 
court."

tives" (MBO) evaluation system, saying 
it needed more information on such a 
program. 


The salary program sets up two sepa- 


rate salary scales, one for adminis- 
trators who work for 10 months and an- 
other for those who work 12 months. 


THE SCALE for 10-month adminis- 


trators, containing three separate job 
classifications, ranges from a minimum 
of $17,000 a year to a maximum of 


' (23,000 a year. 


The scale for 12-month administrators, 


containing six job classifications, ranges 
from a minimum of $19,000 to a max- 
imum, for the superintendent of $41,000. 


Under the salary plan, according to 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, salaries will be set 
on the basis of merit evaluation and 
most administrators will be expected to 
receive salaries between the minimum 
and maximum set for their particular 
job. For example, the scale sets a min- 
imum of $23,000 and a maximum of 
(30,000 for principals, but most salaries 
would eventually be expected to fall at 
the mid-point, about $26,500. 


Gilbert said revisions in the scale will 


be made for the 1973-74 school year. In 
addition, the seven administrators who 
are now paid less than the minimum set 
for their jobs will be reevaluated this 
year, he said. 


In his recommendations to the board, 


Gilbert proposed that the district move 


toward an MBO system. However, he did 
not recommend that the board hire A. T. 
Kearney and Associates, the firm that 
did the initial salary study, to help estab- 
lish the program. 


KEARNEY, WHICH HAS received 


about $16,000 for the original adminis- 
trative salary study, has said it could 
help the district implement a MBO pro- 
gram for an additional $3,000. 


Board member Gene Artemenko says 


he has doubts about the value if a ''man- 
agement bf objectives" program for 
school administration. The MBO system, 
first developed for industry, requires 
each employe to set objectives in cooper- 
ation with his supervisor. 


Artemenko said he was afraid that the 


system will not work when applied to 
education. "I'm afraid we'll spend 90 per 
cent-of our time playing Mickey Mouse 
games with objectives," he said. 


Artemenko added, "I'd like to see one 


school district that has management by 
objectives and say it's good." 


Board member Jack Matthews argued 


against delaying the start if an MBO 
system. "If we delay," he said, "there's 
not one board member who can ever 
complain about any evaluations." 


Board members agreed to await fur- 


ther information on MBO systems. Gil- 
bert told the board he and other adminis- 
trators will experiment on drawing up 
objectives to try to show how a system 
will work.

New 'weapon' in sewer plant fight

Des Plaines efforts to block construc- 


tion of a Metropolitan Sanitary District 
(MSD) plant here moved along a new 
track Monday night. 


Preparing for possible loss of the city's 


eight-year effort to stop the plant be- 
cause of zoning, the city council author- 
ized a $5,000 report aimed at updating 
and strengthening the city's waste water 
treatment plant building codes. 


The contract, approved unanimously, 


after Herald press time, calls for Clark, 
Dietz and Associates, a Champaign-Ur- 
bana engineering firm, to "prepare a 
written report as a building code criteria 
for the construction and operation of 
waste water treatment plants." 


"This by no means indicates that we're 


giving up our court case," Aid. Alan 
Abrams (8th), chairman of the city code 
and judiciary committee, said. 


"The committee is concerned, should 


MSD prevail in the courts," Abrams 
said. The Des Plaines case to block the 
proposed 100-million gallon plant is on 
appeal before 
the Illinois Appellate 


Court. Des Plaines lost its first case in 
1971 before the Illinois Supreme Court 
and then filed a new case claiming that 
new municipal home rule powers super- 


cede MSD jurisdiction. Circuit Court 
Judge Samuel Epstein dismissed the 
case last fall. 


ABRAMS CALLED for "protection of 


Des Plaines citizens if the plant is 
allowed to occupy the proposed site" at 
Elmhurst Road and Oakton Street. 


"We would demand of the district noth- 


ing excessive — simply that they build 
that plant according to the highest state 
of the art to protect the people in the 
area," Abrams said. 


He hinted that stiff restrictions could 


increase cost of the multi-million dollar 
proposal "so they wouldn't want to build 
here." 


The contract that Mayor Herbert Beh- 


rel was authorized to sign calls for rec- 
ommendations on "current design stan- 
dards to insure a safe and environmen- 
tally acceptable facility . . . construction 
and operating criteria to be incorporated 
in the code .. . recommendations on con- 
struction and operating permits . . . 
guidelines on proper maintenance." 


The engineers fee will be based on ex- 


penses and 250 per cent of payroll costs 
which range from $2.50 per hour for cler- 
ical work to $35 per hour for "special- 
ists." 


The report must be completed in 60 


days. 


"Aren't we throwing in the sponge by 


setting up standards for a plant we don't 
want?" Aid Ewald Swanson (6th) said. 


"There's an element of strategy here," 


City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi said. "We 
should appraise the district of our re- 
quirements. The cost could be a factor in 
making them move," Abrams said. 


Abrams told the council that he "was a 


corporate officer of that firm (Clark, 
Dietz and Associates) last year. Since 
last December I have not been an offi- 
cer." 


ABRAMS, AN attorney for the Rich- 


ardson Co. in Des Plaines, said the engi- 
neering firm was a subsidiary of Rich- 
ardson Co. until December. 


"There is a problem finding a qualified 


consultant," he said. "MSD is the domi- 
nant figure in hiring area engineering 
consultants. It's a relatively small task 
that could antagonize MSD." 


"Building codes can be applied to other 


governmental bodies operating within its 
boundaries," DiLeonardi told the Her- 
ald. The exception are schools — which 
are regulated in construction by state 
standards. 


"This issue is well settled in Illinois," 


he said. "Even the Supreme Court in our 
first go around — and Judge Epstein — 
said they must operate according to our 
codes and not be a nuisance." 


Abram's proposal almost spelled politi- 


cal death for Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd). 
Bolek's redistricted ward includes part 
of the former 8th Ward, an area within 
blocks of the proposed plant. 


AFTER 20 minutes of council dis- 


cussion on the proposal, Bolek said "I 
haven't made up my mind" and moved 
to defer contract authorization for two 
weeks. 


Alderman opposed to the plant groaned 


and Behrel looked for a second to Bolek's 
motion. 


Aid. Spencer Chase (3rd) hesitated, 


then seconded the deferral motion, a 
move that calls for automatic set-back 
for two weeks. 


"I'm sorry about that," Behrel said. 


"I only want to comment that he (Bo- 


lek) will be representing that part of the 
8th Ward," Abrams said. 


About an hour later, as the council was 


preparing to end its lengthy meeting, Bo- 
lek withdrew his deferral motion, paving 
the way for council approval of the con- 
tract 


Candidates 
snub union 
endorsement

School board members running for re- 


election at Maine Township High School 
Dist. 207 said Tuesday they have refused 
to seek the endorsement of the teachers 
union and will not complete the union's 
questionnaire on school issues. 


A prepared statement signed by board 


members Michael Bartos, Leonard Gra- 
zian, and Roy Makela, said "We do not 
now seek, nor have we ever sought the 
endorsement of the teachers' union for 
reelection. We cannot attempt in any 
way to ingratiate ourselves to any organ- 
ization and at the same time hope to per- 
form our duties unselfishly." 


The remaining candidate at Dist. 207, 


Thomas Crites, an independent, also re- 
fused to complete the union question- 
naire. "I would not seek their endorse- 
ment as a group," he said. 


Dewane Barnes, president of the teach- 


ers union, denied that the union had any 
intention of endorsing candidates for the 
school board election April 14. The ques- 
tionnaire sent to candidates asking their 
opinion on school issues was intended 
only as information for teachers, he said. 


THE QUESTIONNAIRE included ques- 


tions on student freedom, communication 
with staff and community, school fi- 
nance, curriculum, accountability to tax- 
payers, leadership roles in school policy 
and strengths and weaknesses of the dis- 
trict. The answers were to be tabulated 
without editorial comment from 
the 


union, and distributed to teachers. 


The board members said they heard 


about the planned endorsement from the 
minutes of the union's March 15 meeting 
which said, "The representative council, 
at its next meeting on April 5, will decide 
which candidates to endorse, or whether 
we should take a neutral position." 


Barnes said the minutes were mis- 


interpreted by the board members. 


The board member's prepared state- 


ment also said, "We are increasingly 
concerned that the teachers union has a 
mistaken impression that it is an equal 
partner with the board of education in 
policy-making and administration." 


RESPONSIBILITIES for operating the 


schools should be kept separate as stated 
in school policy, said the statement. The 
board is responsible for establishing and 
carrying out policy and the teachers are 
responsible for classroom instruction. 


Grazian told the Herald, it is "very 


presumptuous and very unfair for the 
union to try to get us to favor with 
them." 


Makela said the questionnaire is "an 


attempt on the teachers part to circum- 
vent policies of the district." Bartos said. 
"I think it is presumptuous." 


Barnes denied the charges saying the 


questionnaire is "not in any way an at- 
tempt to infringe uopn the board's pre- 
rogative."

$2,000 partial payment for the work. 


Aldermen backing mayoral candidate 


David Wolf took turns trading shots at 
the mayor about a $4,875 contract with 
Nick Primpas of Chicago for interior 
wall construction and a $295 contract 
with Peter Electric of Skokie for outlet 
installation. 


"What authority does the mayor have 


to sign a contract — even on the recom- 
mendation of a committee?" Aid. Robert 
Michaels (8th) said. 


"MY OPINION WAS that the cost of 


partitions was included in the contract" 
to rent the former Sears building, at 
Pearson and Miner streets, for $13,911.10 
a year, the mayor said. 


"I was remiss in failing to make a re- 


port requesting council approval. It was 
my total fault," Aid. Joseph Szabo (1st), 
chairman of the building and grounds 
committee, said. 


Szabo's committee reviewed two pro- 


posals for the remodeling March 15, the 
day 
before the mayor 
signed 
the 


Primpas contract. "The committee did 
study the bids and recommended to the 
mayor that Primpas be awarded the 
work," he said. 


"What was the urgency? Why take the 


chance of signing a contract without 
council approval?" Michaels asked. 


"We've got to get out of each other's 


way," the mayor said. City officials plan 
to move from 1426 Miner St. offices 
about May 1 to allow demolition of the 
structure. Des Plaines $2.2 million city 
hall will be constructed on the site. 


"I admire your footwork," Aid. Arthur 


Erbach (5th) said. "Normally study and 
report means 'to the council,' not the 
mayor. This is an illegal contract. This 
council is the only body that has the 
right to authorize signing of a contract 
and waiving of bids." 


ALD. DANIEL Bonaguidi (7th) asked 


City Atty. Robert DiLeonardi if the con- 
tract is "legally binding." "The contract 
would be binding when the council ra- 


tifies what the mayor did," DiLeonardi 
said. 


"Then, the city's on the hook for this 


whether the council approves it or not?" 
Bonaguidi said. "If the council said 'no' 
then the city would not be on the hook," 
the attorney said. "A court would find 
for the city" because the obligation to 
check contract validity is Primas'. 


The council unanimousl- approved the 


contract and then passed the city's regis- 
ter of bills — including a $2,000 down 
payment to Primas. 


IN OTHER action the council: 
• Approved commercial 
zoning of 


property at 870 E. Rand Rd. to allow 
opening of a Mazda car dealership. The 
site is owned by Iverson Brothers Auto 
Wreckers. 


• Authorized preparation of an ordi- 


nance to require on-site plumbing im- 
provements at Terrasal Park subdivi- 
sion. A recent report by the city engi- 
neering department recommended more 
than $400,000 in improvements — in- 
cluding elimination of yard drains and 
installation of storm sump pumps as part 
of an overhead sewer system — to pre- 


vent flooding in the area. 


• Voted to petition the city zoning 


board for an ordinance hearing classify- 
ing restaurants as special zoning uses. 
The council last month approved a mora- 
torium on restaurant construction. The 
special use zoning would require owners 
of proposed restaurants to show need for 
the structure and compatability with the 
surrounding area.

"The

proposal and it has done extremely 
well." he said. "I proposed eight months 
ago that we form a special housing com- 
mission to study substandard housing 
and that's been done. I proposed the new 
blood donor program the city is now in- 
volved in and if we can get enough do- 
nors every person in the city will be cov- 
ered." 


S H E R W O O D CHAIRED the con- 


troversial commission that held hearings 
on moderate and low-Income housing. He 
was representing the majority of the 
people when his committee recommend- 
ed rejection of the proposed housing, he 
said. 


Sherwood. 1421 Henry St., said he was 


instrumental in preserving the old Tha- 
cker Hieh School site as a park when 
others were pressing to use the land for 
senior citizen housing. 


Yet Sherwood sees things that still 


need to be done and he wants to be there 
fo do them "We must solve the flooding 
problem first." he said. "We're doing as 
much as we can with the money that is 
available and revenue sharing funds will

help us move ahead faster. 


"After we have controlled the flooding 


we should use our federal funds and 
build a youth center in cooperation with 
the park district. When the federal freeze 
comes off senior citizen housing we can 
use revenue sharing for this as well." 


IF ELECTED Sherwood intends to 


work towards repairing and resurfacing 
alleys and will continue his fight to get a 
school crossing guard for the Cora Street 
and Algonquin Road intersection. 


"We've got to do something to alleviate 


the traffic in the downtown area. I 
haven't seen the plans for the River 
Road overpass yet so I can't comment on 
that. Generally I'd rather see an under- 
pass put in where major streets intersect 
with railroad tracks rather than an over- 
pass." 


The father of three daughters, Sher- 


wood has been among the aldermen who 
have encouraged the city to wage the le- 
gal battle with the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District. 


Sherwood, who has been endorsed by 


Mayor Herbert Behrel and Sen. Howard 
Mohr, R-5th, is manager of the inter- 
national division of Illinois Bronze, Pow- 
der and Paint Co., Lake Zurich, and has 
lived in Des Plaines for 18 years.

Charles Bolek: Maintain 
a 'single-family' 3rd Ward 


Aid. Charles Bolek wants to maintain 


the single-family nature of the 3rd Ward. 
If reelected to a third term Bolek plans 
to c o n t i n u e voting against zoning 
changes that would bring more com- 
merce and multi-family housing into his 
ward. 


He also intends to carry on his seven- 


year battle against the proposed Metro- 
politan Sanitary District sewage treat- 
ment plant and said "it just doesn't 
make sense building a facility of this 
type in close proximity to a residential 
neighborhood." 


Bolek, 48, has a list of problems he 


wants to work on if reelected. 


"Flooding must be alleviated through- 


out the city," he said. "Retention basins 
and flood control valves in the sanitary 
district lines are greatly needed. I think 
it will become more common for our or- 
dinances to require a certain number of 
acres be set aside for water absorption. 
We will have to equate some formula to 
provide that water has a place to go." 


THE INCUMBENT, a 22 year resident, 


said greater attention must be paid to 
the rising crime rate in Des Plaines and 
attempts made to bring it down. 


He also has pledged to seek a curtail- 


ment in both the physical and functional 
expansion of O'Hare Airport while work- 
ing to reduce jet noise pollution. 


Getting the new city hall built is a pri- 


ority item, Bolek said. He had proposed 
that the city council go to the public with 
a referendum in funding the municipal 
building but was voted down. 


On other issues: 


CITY GOVERNMENT: "I voted in fa- 


vor of a part-time mayor/city adminis- 
trator form of government. I feel the op- 
portunity to get candidates for a full-time 
position is extremely difficult because 
people are looking for a more stable job. 
At one time I thought we should have 
only eight aldermen. As time goes on, 
with the expanded size of the city, the 
complexity of our problems and because 
we are part-time people, I think we are 
better off with 16. We are able to pass 
out problems to a broader number of 
people; having more aldermen involved 
benefits the people." 


MASS TRANSPORTATION: "I feel the 


city would have a difficult time operating 
a mass transportation 
system. Mass 


transportation is a must but I would hope 
that the United Motor Coach will become 
a part of a regional mass transportation 
system and the city won't have to get 
involved. I have voted in favor of the city 
subsidizing the company to keep it going 
and will continue to do so."

REDEVELOPMENT: "Many people 


do not realize redevelopment has been 
here the last three or four years, particu- 
larly in residential areas where apart- 
ment buildings and high rises have re- 
placed the older, marginal homes. This 
has added to the basic assessed valuation 
of the city in a very dramatic manner. 
The city has provided a great deal of 
parking through revenue bonds making 
the entire commercial area more readily 
available to merchants and customers. 
We have improved many outdated sewer, 
water and street facilities which required 
updating.

C I T Y GOVERNMENT: 
"I voted 


against the part-time mayor form of gov- 
ernment because not enough study had 
been done on It and I'm not opposed to 
having a referendum on it. We are at the 
point now where we are fortunate to 


have a mayor with years of experience. 
We must have a professional to adminis- 
ter a budget the size of ours and I might 
be in favor of having a city adminis- 
trator at a future date." 


M A S S 
TRANSPORTATION: 
"We 


should buy the United Motor Coach if it 
is the last alternative in remedying the 
situation. Hopefully they will get state 
help to stay in business. I don't want to 


see us get into the bus business but the 
need is there for the elderly and school 
children to have transportation." 


REDEVELOPMENT: "I think the city 


is right on line in spending public funds 
for downtown redevelopment. The work 
done over the past years by the privately 
financed group has been terrific. Now 
the city is doing its share as far as park- 
ing goes. The revenue we receive from 


our proposed parking will be coming 
back to us from merchants and shoppers. 
If redevelopment hadn't started four 
years ago the city of Des Plaines would 
be dead. Every business that moves out 
of this town takes tax dollars with it." 


ENVIRONMENT: "Our noise ordi- 


nance really set a precedent — it is very 
comprehensive. Our environmental con- 
trol officer is monitoring and assembling 


facts on O'Hare Airport that we will be 
able to use. Right now I'm working with 
Sen. Mohr in drafting a noise abatement 
bill ... As far as beautification is con- 
cerned I'm going to propose a resolution 
in the city council asking the North West- 
ern Railroad for a new station downtown 
... If we could find additional sites I'd 
be all for having more recycling centers 
in town." 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: "The city should 


be cooperating with the Park District in 
funding some type of youth center. My 
first defeat on the city council was when 
I tried to get zoning for a youth center. I 
formed a youth advisory commission and 
it was going great guns until I left as 
chairman. Now it has stopped. I also 
beliee the city should become very much 
involved in drug education." 


George Olen: 


George Olen doesn't mince words when 


he tells you why he should be elected 2nd 
Ward alderman. The 34-year old candi- 
date, who ran and lost two years ago in a 
similar three-man race, says he will pro- 
vide the voice and the leadership he be- 
lieves the ward has been lacking for 
more than four years. 


In this campaign, Olen, 1570 Whitcomb, 


is talking about some of the same issues 
as. in 1971: The need for more street 
lighting in his ward, a meaningful youth 
program and an alderman that is more 
responsive to the people. At the same 
tirae he's pointing his finger at city gov- 
ernment and charging that too many 
things have been left undone. 


"We need far more senior citizen hous- 


ing. Present plans are lacking in the 
number of units. Right now we should be 
designing two. three, four more build- 
ings: If we proceed in the same way we 
did with the first building it will be too 
long before the elderly have the housing 
they deserve," he said. 


BECAUSE the majority of the alder- 


men are followers rather than leaders 
too many important items have been left 
to die in committee, Olen said. "There 
are problems we must resolve and re- 
solve now such as comprehensive plan- 
ning, zoning, downtown redevelopment, 
elderly housing, elderly care, health care 
for the poor, youth development and our 
rising crime rate . . . I feel we can only 
resolve them with self motivated, enthu- 
siastic leadership," Olen said. 


He lists the problems of the city as 


getting redevelopment moving fast, sol- 
ving traffic congestion, resolving the

On other issues: 
CITY GOVERNMENT: "1 am in favor 


of a comprehensive study on the full 
time mayor vs. city manager/part-time 
mayor system. With a comparison study 
available the residents could determine 
what is best for them. They have al- 
ready voted down the part-time mayor 
system twice but I still feel we should 
take the proposal to the people in a refer- 
endum. At this point I haven't found any 
flaring faults in our city's structure." 


MASS TRANSPORTATION: "There is 


a definite need for an expanded mass 
transit system providing good service 
throughout the city. The elderly and the 
young people really need it. Now we 
have to rely on cars which add to traffic 
congestion. I'd be in favor of the city 
buying the United Motor Coach at the 
right price. If we do the people will have 
to use some self-restraint in using their 
cars — they will have to take advantage 
of the bus service u> keep it going." 


REDEVELOPMENT: "I don't have 


enough information to support redevelop- 
ment in toto. 1 have to know more about 
what it will cost the taxpayers. I'm in 
favor of refurbishing if private money 
is being used. I can see the city paying 
for things like sewers. 


"I also feel an adequate municipal 


building Is needed but we should be very 
careful and economical in building it. I 
feel referendum funding of the proposed 
city hall would have been the ideal way 
to assure community-wide opinion and 
support by residents." 


ENVIRONMENT: "The city has made 


a beginning in fighting pollution. They 
could harness the energy of the young 
people and get them more involved. The 
city should make sure laws are enforced 
regarding the Des Plaines River, build- 
ing land airport pollution. We should go to 
the' airlines, try to bargain, see what 
their projected plans are. We need more 
-lialogue . . . The garbage bag program 
s good but the bags do get to be a 
>roblem with sticks poking through 
hem. Other towns are using brown, pa- 
Mr bags and that's something to think 
ibout. Garbage cans are good enough for 
ne. We do have poor people in town who 
wouldn't be able to afford the bags. 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: "I'm opposed to 


t youth center as such funded by the 
:ity. If we could Interest the not-for-prof- 
t and civic groups to sponsor activities 
iotf provide funds the city could finance 
i coordinator to work with the groups.

drug problem, increasing the amount of 
open space, and getting rid of substan- 
dard housing — the older homes that 
have been allowed to deteriorate. 


"My whole idea is to make this an 


ideal place to live," he said. 


THE NINE-YEAR resident sees him- 


self as an independent thinker who has 
much to offer the city council. "I'm go- 
ing to bump heads with a few people and 
get along with many," he said. "The 
problems of the second ward aren't the 
same as those in the fifth ward. My job 
will be to explain to the aldermen what 
our problems are." 


Olen's territory as a sales consultant 


for Midwest Concrete Products of Chi- 
cago is Des Plaines and, he said, "I am 
available. I'm never more than 35-min- 
utes away from the people in my ward 
and I'm willing to spend whatever time 
it takes to get the job done." 


Olen is chairman of the Des Plaines 


Human Relations Commission, is active 
in St. Stephens Catholic Church Men's 
Club, the Northwest Builders Assn. and 
the Des Plaines Community Chest. The 
father of seven children, he is a former 
chairman of the Real Estate Review 
Board in Des Plaines. 


On other issues: 
CITY GOVERNMENT: For the pre- 


sent I am opposed to a part-time mayor 
for Des Plaines. Many questions have to 
be answered before an intelligent deci- 
sion could be made. The only way to 
know would be to set up a commission to 
study what would be economically sound 
for the people. The number of city coun- 
cil committees have to be consolidated 
for a more efficient government." 


MASS TRANSPORTATION: "My first 


question on whether the city should pur- 
chase the United Motor Coach would be, 
what makes the city so sure that they 
could operate the bus company more ef- 
ficiently than the existing owners. Before 
I made a decision I would have to study 
their books, their operation and their 
equipment. We could be subsidizing the 
company even more than we are now, if 
necessary. But we should get something 
in return for the subsidy such as free 
passes for the elderly or free trans- 
portation for the poor to get to health 
care centers." 


REDEVELOPMENT: 
"I'm 
100 per 


cent against the parking proposal of the 
redevelopment association. I don't think 
the city is going to get enough benefit for 
the money they're putting into it. This is 
a profit making thing and they shouldn't 


be getting any free parking from the city 
as is proposed. We can use that money 
far better than to throw it in the pockets 
of a private developer. 


"As for city hall, I'm not in favor of 


building a monument to anybody. There 
is no reason to tear down the police de- 
partment; it is structurally sound. I can 
see adding a two-story addition to the 
back of the police department to solve 
their space problems, building city hall 
on the vacant property next to the exist- 
ing building and putting the parking un- 
derneath. If both plans cost $1 million it 
would be a lot." 


ENVIRONMENT: "I'm disappointed it 


has taken so long to appoint people to the 
Environmental 
Control 
Commission. 


Once it is formed I would seek informa- 
tion on combating pollution problems 
from them ... The Des Plaines River 
could become a great recreational area 
but we have to look at what we can rea- 
listically do with it to make it free from 
pollution ... The recycling center is one 
of the greatest things in Des Plaines but 
I don't know why we're putting a fence 
around it or hiring someone to watch it. 
There's a fire station right across the 
street. They can watch it." 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: "I'd like to start 


working with the young people and find 
out what it is they want. There's no 
doubt we need a youth center but I don't 
know if the kids want one. If they want 
one, postively we should do it. It is far 
more economical to solve youth prob- 
lems with a center or youth director than 
to pay for police enforcement."

Anne Evans has hit the campaign trail 


for the second time — this time to chal- 
lenge Aid. Charles Bolek for his 3rd 
Ward aldermanic seat. Mrs. Evans' last 
door-knocking crusade won her a dele- 
gate's seat at the 1970 Constitutional Con- 
vention which, in turn, led her into local 
politics. 


"During my work on the Constitutional 


Convention I was made even more sharp- 
ly aware of the need to strengthen gov- 
ernment at the local level," said Mrs. 
Evans. 986 Jeanette Ave., a 22-year resi- 
dent of Des Plaines. 


Her campaign is not "anti-anybody," 


she is quick to point out. "I am closely 
involved in my community in every way 
except city government. I feel it is 
worthwhile getting into aldermanic work 
to see what I can do for my city," Mrs. 
Evans said. 


MRS. EVANS 46. sees zoning and the 


proposed Metropolitan Sanitary District 
sewage treatment plant as the major 
problems in her center-city ward. 


Development of vacant land and future 


zoning changes for Oakton Street and 
Wolf Road must be carefully watched, 
she said. "There must be buffers be- 
tween existing residential property and 
commercial development," she said. 


If plans to build the MSD plant cannot 


be thwarted by the city "we must be 
sure they do erect an odor free facility 
as they have promised," Mrs. Evans 
said. 


If elected, Mrs. Evans intends to look 


out for the interests of voters throughout 
the city, not only those of the 3rd Ward. 
O'Hare airport expansion and flood con- 
trol are two issues she's concerned 
about. 


"That stinky airport is more dangerous 


to the city than anything else. They can 
cut down on the smog coming from the 
back of those jets. The council must con- 
tinue to publicize the problem and fight 
against any expansion," she said. 


MRS. EVANS feels it Is the city's obli- 


gation to prevent flooding by demanding 
retention basins in any area where large 
amounts of asphalt are being laid and in 
flood plain areas. Storm sewers should 
be large enough to handle flood waters 
and be separate from sanitary sewers, 
she said. 


"The city Is not a member of the Coun- 


cil of Governments on the basis that we 
can't afford the dues," she said. "Joining 
COG would be a good way to share infor- 
mation with surrounding communities on 
flood control and other inter-govern- 
mental Issues." 


Mrs. Evans intends to be accessible to 


the people of the third ward if elected. A 
homemaker with four children, she has 
been active in both the Des Plaines and

having contractors clean up muddied 
streets, etc. The city has the same prob- 
lems as the federal government — imple- 
mentation and enforcements of standards 
that have been set up. The standards we 
have set are being utilized." 


YOUTH PROBLEMS: "The city does 


not have people on the payroll who are 
skilled in working with youth. I would 
rather see the city help implement new 
programs for young people at the YMCA 
or with the park districts where they al- 
ready have qualified people. I am prej- 
udiced but I don't think there is any 
greater youth center than the YMCA and 
they do have facilities available. People 
in the suburbs are expecting more and 
more services from the city. If existing 
facilities and agencies can't pay all oper- 
ating costs there is some basis for the 
city to help."

Extensive care should be taken to as- 
sess public sentiment concerning the pro- 
posal whatever it may be.

ENVIRONMENT — "We haven't done 


enough in the past. We must police our 
river better ...

Tallies for Independent candidates for 


auditor were: Paul Rettberg (1,460), 
Julie Sass (1,351), and Steven Maddock,

more free time. This may have resulted 
in a "de-emphasis on hard core scholas- 
tic" areas. 


• The mechanics of test adminis-

STEVENSON stressed that the differ-

He said the district 
was investigating all of them as potential 
problems.

sultant service was made available, 
there has been a marked improvement in 
reading scores. 


Stevenson also gave the board a report 


on the district's personnnel evaluation 
procedures. He said the evaluation was 
designed to "improve, not rank individ- 
uals." 


Teachers are evaluated by the princi- 


pal and assistant principals at each 
school. The central administration in 
turn evaluates the principals.

THE REPUBLICANS ran a full slate 


of candidates. In the uncontested races, 
Richard Hall, with 3,482 votes, was elect- 
ed supervisor; incumbent clerk George 
Busse got 3,532 votes, incumbent asses- 
sor Charles Hodlmair got 3,454 votes, and 
incumbent collector Arnold Scharringhau- 
sen got 3,506 votes.

Achievement test scores of Elk Grove 


Township School Dist. 59 students have 
been dropping since 1968, according to 
Erwin Stevenson, assistant superintend- 
ent of curriculum. 


Stevenson presented the five-year test 


record of the sixth and seventh grade 
students to the school board Monday. He 
said the drop "was not drastic, but in- 
dicates things can be better." 


Although only sixth and seventh grade 


statistics were available, Stevenson said, 
"There is no reason not to believe the 
trends exist in other grades." 


The scores reported were from the 


"Iowa Achievement Tests" which are 
given annually to all Dist. 59 students in 
mid-school year. Scores are designed to 
measure a degree of proficiency in vari- 
o u s skills such as reading com- 
prehension, punctuation, spelling and 
problem solving. For example, an "aver- 
age score" for a child in the third month 
of the sixth grade would be 6.3. A child 
in the second month of seventh grade 
would have an "average" score of 7.2. 


ACCORDING TO Stevenson, in the 


five-year period from 1968 to 1973, the 
average overall score for sixth graders 
in Dist, 59 has gone from 6.8 to 6.5. The 
seventh graders have dropped from 7.9 
to 7.6 in the same time period.

Stevenson said the district has not yet 


determined why scores have declined. 
He gave the board six possible reasons 
for the decline and said the adminis- 
tration was trying to determine which 
reasons may be affecting test results. 


THE SIX possible reasons Stevenson 


gave were: 


• IQ scores have also declined in the 


district. He said IQ tests are a good pre- 
dictor of achievement test results. (The 
IQ tests are a different test from the 
achievement tests). 


• There has been a lack of emphasis 


on curriculum in the district. The last 
program guide for the staff was issued in 
the 1968-69 school year, according to Ste- 
venson. 


• Individual instructional development 


has been emphasized without other 
changes in school environment, such as a 
reduction in class sizes. 


• Emphasis has been placed on mate- 


rials arid organization rather than on 
"the teacher providing the teaching." 


• There have been changes in the 


educational philosophy of the district to- 
ward making school a more enjoyable 
experience for children, allowing them

Union charges school district violated law 


A representative of the local electrical 


union has charged that Elk Grove Town- 
ship School Dist. 59 violated state law in 
awarding a contract to Arlington Elec- 
trical Construction Co. 


Joseph Kingsley, of local 134 of the In- 


ternational Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, also charged that Arlington 
Electrical is not a responsible con- 
tractor, according to the law. 


The charges were made at the school 


board meeting Monday. James Erviti, 
district superintendent, and Larry Moats, 
owner of Arlington Electrical, countered 
Kingsley's charges. 


The school board, in early March, 


awarded Arlington Electrical a $113,117 
contract for Life Safety Code work 
throughout the district. 


Kingsley appeared before the board 


when the contract was awarded. He 
claimed that Arlington Electrical, a non- 
union contractor, could do the work for 
the price quoted and still pay a union 
scale wage. 


UNDER STATE LAW, the school dis- 


trict can hire a non-union contractor, but 
the contractor must pay his employes 
union scale. 


William O'Brien also appeared before 


the board to protest the awarding of the 
contract to Arlington Electrical. His 
company was the second low bidder for 
the electrical work with an offer of 
$136,000. 
" Fred Johnson, district architect, re- 
ported that Arlington Electrical had not 
done any work for Dist. 59, but had done 
satisfactory Life Safety Code work at 
Forest View High School. 


Johnson said the high school district 


knew that Arlington Electrical was non- 
union. He also said there were no prob- 
lems with Arlington Electrical working 
on a job site with union contractors. 


K i n g s l e y , at Monday's meeting, 


charged that the district violated state 
law when it: 


• Did not state that union scale wages 


must be paid when the legal notice for 


the work was published. 


• Failed to determine what the union 


rate was in the area and did not post 
these wages in the administration office. 


• Did not notify the secretary of state, 


by certificate, that prevailing wages had 
been determined. 


The board took no action in the 


charges, but directed Frank Hines, board 
attorney, to investigate them. 


HINES SAID he had talked to an offi- 


cial of the state labor department and he 
believed the district was in compliance 
with the law. He agreed to study the 
matter further and report to the board. 


During a recess in the meeting, Erviti 


said the district was now in compliance 
with the Laws Kingsley had referred to. 
He said the district was late in notifying 
the secretary of state that the prevailing 
wages had been determined. 


Erviti said the laws were "archaic" 


and were rarely complied with by any 
public agency in the state. 


Kingsley charged that Arlington Elec- 


trical was not a responsible contractor 
because: 


• It was not licensed to work in the 


state. He said the company's last license 
was issued in Glenview, but had expired 
in 1972. 


• The company was not working with 


other union contractors. He said Arling- 
ton Electrical employees "moonlighted" 
by working "all hours of the night" at 
Forest View High School. The union em- 
ployes of the other contractors on the 
site seldom saw Arlington Electrical em- 
ployees, according to Kingsley. 


• Arlington Electrical did not pay 


union scale for the work at Forest View 
High School. 


Kingsley said that at a state labor de- 


partment hearing in mid-March, Moats 
admitted he was not paying union scale 
and agreed to make up the difference. 


MOATS. CONTACTED yesterday by 


the Herald, said, "I think the real issue 
in this case is whether a non-union con- 


tractor and his employes have a right to 
work." 


He said he was a licensed contractor. 


He refused to say which municipality li- 
censed him, but said he would show the 
license to "anyone who has a legal right 
to see it." 


He said he let the Glenview license ex- 


pire because a contractor was not re- 
quired to have two licenses. 


Moats said his firm did about half is 


work at Forest View High School during 
the night and worked days with other 
contractors for the remainder of the job. 


HE SAID the company did night work 


to minimize disruption for the students. 
Work could also be done more efficiently 
at night because the students were not in 
the way. 


Moats admitted he had not paid union 


scale to some of his employes because he 
did not know he was required to do so. 
He is now paying union scale, he says. 


"I am now in full compliance with all 


applicable state laws," said Moats.

High schools adopt new 
administrative salary plan 


High School Dlst. 214 now has a new 


administrative salary plan, but does not 
have an evaluation system to go with it. 


The Dlst. 214 board Monday adopted a 


salary system for Us 100 administrators 
the basis for the 1973-74 salary scale. 


However, the board balked at approv- 


ing a recommendation that the district 
move to adopt a "management by objec- 
tives" (MBO) evaluation system, saying 
It needed more information on such a 
program. 


The salary program sets up two sepa- 


rate salary scales, one for adminis- 
'rators who work for 10 months and an- 
other for those who work 12 months. 


THE SCALE for 10-month adminis- 


trators, containing three separate job 
classifications, ranges from a minimum 
of $17.000 a year to a maximum of 
$23,000 a year. 


The scale for 12-month administrators, 


containing six job clnsslfications, ranges 
from a minimum of $19,000 to a max- 
imum, for the superintendent of $41,000. 


Under the salary plan, according to 


Stipf. Edward Gilbert, salaries will be set 
on the basis of merit evaluation and 
most administrators will be expected to 
receive salaries between the minimum 
and maximum set for their particular 
job For example, the scale sets a min- 
imum of $23.000 and a maximum of 
$30.000 for principals, but most salaries 
would eventually be expected to fall at 
the mid-point, about $26.500. 


Gilbert said revisions in the scale will 


be made for the 1973-74 school year. In 
addition, the seven administrators who 
are now paid less than the minimum set

"Some of the larger cities with high 


crime rates may need this, but I do not 
feel it would apply to every town.

Industry, Commerce unit 
fights new shipping charge 


The Elk Grove Village Association of 


Industry and Commerce is fighting a 
new shopping surcharge that reportedly 
would cost village businesses "millions 
of dollars."

per, and letters of protest have been sent 
to the traffic bureau and the Interstate 
Commerce Commission (ICC). He also 
urged some 700 firms in the village's in- 
dustrial park to send protest letters. 


"I don't know exactly how much it 


would cost our companies if this rate 
goes into effect, but I am sure it will 
reach into the millions of dollars," Kly- 
ber said.

Apartment 
zoning plea

Developers of a 26-acre site at Hicks 


and Nichols roads in unincorporated Pal- 
atine Township have requested rezoning 
to allow construction of apartments at 
the northeast corner of that intersection. 


The request is on Friday's agenda of 


the Cook County Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals public hearing at the Palatine Vil- 
lage Halt at 3 p.m. 


The petition for rezoning is the second 


filed in five months for the property An 
earlier request, scheduled for an October 
public hearing, was withdrawn. 


Owners of the property hold a trust 


with the Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank Joseph Ash is attorney for the 
project 


THE REZONING would allow con- 


struction of 29 apartment units per acre. 
In October, the request asked for 17 units 
per acre, but those units would have 
been mostly two and three-bedroom 
units, according to Paul Marcy, zoning 
board secretary. The more recent bid is 
for largely one and two-bedroom units, 
Marcy said, which should reduce the 
number of children added to the school 
district. 


Also on the zoning board agenda Fri- 


day is a request, by Sheldon Lebold and 
Arnold Newman, that would allow con- 
struction of 15 single-family homes on 
the south side of Cunningham Drive, 
between Staples and Plum Grove roads. 


The 4 6-acre site is currently zoned for 


single-family residences, but the devel- 
opers' plans call for a zoning change to 
allow a slightly higher density. A vari- 
ation in lot sizes is also being requested 
for a reduction in the front yard require- 
ment by five feet, and the side yard by 
three feet. 


Heuman said teachers have no right to 
strike, and that binding arbitration 
through a neutral third party was an al- 
ternative to a strike.

Heuman: He stressed he wanted im- 


provements in curriculum, by adding 
relevant courses and broadening existing 
courses for students: "Kids are bored," 
and a school district should help provide 
activities to cope with that boredom, he 
said. 


Creek: Experience, through the learn- 


ing process facing every board member, 
has been especially valuable to me, he 
said. Creek stressed he had tried to en- 
courage innovation, and, since he works 
in Schaumburg at Union Oil Co , is espe- 
cially accessible to district officials. 


Weseman: He said he first became in- 


volved through the "forced transfer" of 
his daughter to Conant High School. 
Weseman was sharply critical of the 
board's handling of curriculum matters. 
He added he was a member of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Teachers — an AFL- 
CIO affiliate. 


Vangsness: The Hanover Park resident 


said vocational education should be em- 
phasized, and guidance counselors should 
direct students into such programs. 


"Let's not send students to college just 


for the sake of sending them to college," 
he declared. 


Miss Marks: All parties in a public 


school district have the same goal — 
"The best education possible" for stu- 
dents, she said. She stressed teachers 
can be looked to for their professional 
expertise, but that the board's power 
cannot be delegated to them. 


towns are alike," said Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Bert Giddens. "Mount Pros- 
pect doesn't have any areas where there 
is a lot of crime, and I hope the bill 
doesn't pass."

"There is no doubt that a two-man 


squad will see more and do more than a 
one-man patrol," Calderwood said. "But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


Guttilla said the two-man squads are 


working well in Wheeling, and he is hop- 
ing to institute double patrols on a more 
permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A LONE POLICEMAN in a car has to 


concentrate on driving and can't be as 
alert to conditions around him as a two- 
man team could be," Calderwood said. 


The bill is also designed to give the 


policeman added protection, particularly 
in a high crime area or while responding 
to a dangerous call. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz, patrolmen there are well- 
enough trained to call for assistance in 
any type of emergency, and do not need 
two man squads. 


"There are parts of Chicago that 


should be patroled with three or even 
four-man squads," Calderwood said. "I 
don't think the Hillside patrolman (An- 
thony Raymond) would ever have been 
kidnapped if he hadn't been riding 
alone." 


But in the suburbs, the need is much 


less obvious. 


"At present, two-man squads are not 


needed in Rolling Meadows," said chief 
Lewis Case. "The way our system is set 
up, a man doesn't answer a call, even a 
family disturbance, without a backup 
man there. In essence we have two men 
answering calls." 


Police officials do not doubt the addi- 


tional security of the two-man squad, but 
they do seem to feel that, at least right 
now, conditions here do not warrant the 
added expense.

Village board adopts 
garbage bag suggestions 


The dispute over the operation of the 


Palatine garbage bag program has been 
resolved, at least temporarily. 


The 
village 
board 
Monday night 


adopted the recommendations of the 
board's public safety and welfare com- 
mittee to: 


• Cancel an order placed by the vil- 


lage for 200,000 bags, and let stand a 
Chamber of Commerce order for 250,000 


Let bids on a new set of bag specifi- 


cations which were recommended by the 
Palatine Environmental Control Board 


The most significant aspect of the 


trustees' action is that after bids are 
opened in four weeks, the chamber may 
no longer be involved in the garbage bag 
program and the cost of the bags may go 
down. 


CURRENTLY, THE chamber acts as a 


distributor, 
ordering 
village-approved 


bags from Tobin-Stahr Co. Inc, Elk 
Grove Village, and selling them in turn 
to 14 retail merchants. 


Tobin-Stahr, however, has indicated 


that it can distribute the bags directly to 
the merchants for the same cost it now 
provides them to the chamber. 


The result could be a decreased price 


of the bags to the consumer. Bags are 
now purchased in bulk orders by the 
chamber for $59.60 per 1,000, and sold to 
the merchants for $71.50. 


If the bags were available to the mer- 


chants for $59.60, they could be sold to 
consumers for less than the present $8 75 
per 100 bags and $4.85 per 50 bags, ac- 
cording to Village Mgr. Berton Braun. 


The village board decided to allow for 


alternatives in the manufacturers' bids 
on the bags — a cost to deliver bags to 
the chamber, which would store and dis- 
tribute the bags to the merchants, and a 
cost to deliver bags directly to the mer- 


chants 


The trustees indicated that if the bags 


could be sold directly to the merchants 
at a lower cost than working through the 
chamber, they would favor that alterna- 
tive. 


CHAMBER OFFICIALS, meanwhile, 


were skeptical that any bids would be 
received on the new bag specifications. 


They contended that the present speci- 


fications are difficult for manufacturers 
to meet, and the new specs "are more 
difficult to meet." 


Ben Brieske, chairman of the cham- 


ber's refuse committee and president of 
Vision-Wrap Industries Inc., Palatine, 
also complained at Monday's health and 
welfare committee meeting that the 
chamber's suggestions for changing the 
specifications were ignored. 


A chamber press release stated that 


"the Environmental Control Board may 
be experts on ecology but they know 
very little about plastic bags." 


The ECB, in its deliberations on the 


bag specifications, relied mainly on the 
advice of Bill Veschuroff, a member of 
the environmental group •with 17 years' 
experience in the plastics business. 


And, Trustee Thomas F. Ahem, chair- 


man of the health and welfare com- 
mittee, pointed out, the village alone is 
responsible for the garbage bag pro- 
gram. 


THE GARBAGE-BAG issue flared up 


last week after the chamber was in- 
structed by the village to order an emer- 
gency supply of bags. 


An earlier order, which the chamber 


acknowledged was for substandard bags, 
had been canceled because the bags did 
not meet village requirements.

GOP sweeps Palatine Township by 3-1 margins 


Republicans swept the Palatine Town- 


ship elections yesterday, most elected by 
a 3-1 margin. 


Nearly 5,900 voters cast ballots in the 


race between township Republicans and 
Democrats. Top vote getter was clerk 
candidate Ruth Ellen Blowney, with 4,340 
votes. 


Howard Olsen won a third term as 


township supervisor with 4,184 votes. His 
challenger Jack Scollay had 1,702 votes. 


Otsen and the Republican ticket ran on 


a platform to strengthen township gov- 
ernment, while Scollay pledged to work 


toward eliminating that form of govern- 
ment. 


"This election demonstrates what the 


people of Palatine Township really 
think," Olsen said last night. "I'm just 
relieved the whole thing is over." 


TWO RESIDENTS of Hoffman Estates, 


Gary L. Price and Charles Zimmerman, 
won seats on the township Board of Audi- 
tors. Price was the top vote getter of the 
eight auditor candidates, with 4,136 
votes. 


The closest contest came for the office 


of highway commissioner. Robert Berg- 


man, son of retiring highway commis- 
sioner Vernon L. Bergman, won by a 9S4- 
vote margin to defeat Democrat Peter :. 
Gerling, 3,454 to 2,500. 


Other new officers include: Bernard 


Pedersen, assessor; Albert DePue, col- 
lector, and auditors Donald Bellm and 
Liston Pennington. 


The Republican's toughest races came 


hi Rolling Meadows and the Winston 
Park subdivision in Palatine. Several 
Rolling Meadows officials, including 
Mayor Roland Meyer, had endorsed Scol- 
lay for supervisor. 


Olsen won Rolling Meadows by a 58 


per cent margin. In Winston Park, where 
a number of the Democratic candidates 
live, Olsen pulled 56 per cent of the vote. 


Republicans have controlled township 


government in the last two elections. In 
1965, Olsen defeated incumbent super- 
visor Liston Pennington. That election 
marked the end of local parties in town- 
ship races. Democrats failed to put up a 
slate in 1965, and four years later, the 
entire slate was defeated as it was this 
year. 


HEAVY straight-ticket voting marked 


several precincts for the Republicans.

and recreation, attributed the high voter 
turnout to the extensive campaigning 
done by some of the candidates. 


"I was quite pleased with the results," 


said Campbell. "I was especially happy 
with the turnout." Campbell also attrib- 
uted the turnout to the campaigning done 
by some voters and the increased aware- 
ness of residents in park district activi- 
ties. 


Take contested races 2-to-l 
Republican slate sweeps township race 


The Elk Grove Township Republican 


slate swept all township offices in yester- 
day's election. Unofficial tallies from all 
62 township precincts showed the Re- 
publicans winning contested elections by 
a margin of about 2 to 1. 


Independent candidates did win a few,

An official canvass of the ballots will 


take place today. 


The township governing board has 


been reorganized with the election. Pre- 
viously, the board consisted of a super- 
visor, three auditors and a clerk, all vot- 
ing members. Under the reorganization

stitution) the board consists of a super- 
visor and four auditors, each with a vote, 
and a non-voting clerk. 


The Republicans had campaigned on a

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''Should remain local decisiotf 
Police officials opposed 
to law for two-man patrols

Area police officials say they are op- 


posed to proposed state legislation that 
would require two-man police patrols af- 
ter dark. 


Police chiefs contacted yesterday said 


they believe the size and scope of police 
protection should remain a local deci- 
sion, and some doubted the need for 
doubled patrols in their community. 


If the bill, which has been recommend- 


ed for passage in the Illinois House, Is 
enacted, most Northwest suburbs appar- 
ently would be able to ignore the law 
anyway because of their home rule stat- 
us. 


Municipalities with a population great- 


er than 25,000 qualify as home rule units 
under the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


Nevertheless, the Village of Arlington 


Heights has filed a formal objection to 
House Bill 525. The two-man squad pro- 
posal is being sponsored in the House by 
W. J. Murphy, a Republican from An- 
tioch.

High schools adopt new 
administrative salary plan 


High School Dist, 214 now has a new 


administrative salary plan, but does not 
have an evaluation system to go with it. 


The Dist, 214 board Monday adopted a 


salary system for Its 100 administrators 
the basis for the 1973-74 salary scale. 


However, the board balked at approv- 


ing a recommendation that the district 
move to adopt a "management by objec- 
tives" (MBO) evaluation system, saying 
it needed more information on such a 
program. 


The salary program sets up two sepa- 


rate salary scales, one for adminis- 
trators who work for 10 months and an- 
other for those who work 12 months. 


THE SCALE for 10-month adminis- 


trators, containing three separate job 
classifications, ranges from a minimum 
of $17.000 a year to a maximum of 
$23,000 a year. 


The scale for 12-month administrators, 


containing six job classifications, ranges 
from a minimum of $19,000 to a max- 
imum, for the superintendent of $41,000. 


Under the salary plan, according to 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, salaries will be set 
on the basis of merit evaluation and 
most administrators will be expected to 
receive salaries between the minimum 
and maximum set for their particular 
job, For example, the scale sets a min- 
imum of $23.000 and a maximum of 
$30,000 for principals, but most salaries 
would eventually be expected to fall at 
the mid-point, about $26,500. 


Gilbert said revisions in the scale will 


be made for the 1973-74 school year. In 
addition, the seven administrators who 
are now paid less than the minimum set 


for their jobs will be Devaluated this 
year, he said. 


In his recommendations to the board, 


Gilbert proposed that the district move 
toward an MBO system. However, he did 
not recommend that the board hire A. T. 
Kearney and Associates, the firm that 
did the initial salary study, to help estab- 
lish the program. 


KEARNEY, 
WHICH HAS received 


about $16,000 for the original adminis- 
trative salary study, has said it could 
help the district implement a MBO pro- 
gram for an additional $3,000. 


Board member Gene Artemenko says 


he has doubts about the value if a "man- 
agement bf objectives" program for 
school administration. The MBO system, 
first developed for industry, requires 
each employe to set objectives in cooper- 
ation with his supervisor. 


Artemenko said he was afraid that the 


system will not work when applied to 
education. "I'm afraid we'll spend 90 per 
cent of our time playing Mickey Mouse 
games with objectives," he said. 


Artemenko added, "I'd like to see one 


school district that has management by 
objectives and say h's good.'' 
} 


Board member Jack Matthews argued 


against delaying the start if an MBO 
system. "If we delay," he said, "there's 
not one board member who can ever 
complain about any evaluations." 


Board members agreed to await fur- 


ther information on MBO systems. Gil- 
bert told the board he and other adminis- 
trators will experiment on drawing up 
objectives to try to show how a system 
will work. 


towns are alike," said Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Bert Giddens. "Mount Pros- 
pect doesn't have any areas where there 
is a lot of crime, and I hope the bill 
doesn't pass."

In Arlington Heights, chief L. W. Cal- 


derwood said patrolmen often work to- 
gether, particularly on calls that appear 
to be especially dangerous. 


"There is no doubt that a two-man 


squad will see more and do more than a 
one-man patrol," Calderwood said. "But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


Guttilla said the two-man squads are 


working well in Wheeling, and he is hop- 
ing to institute double patrols on a more 
permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A LONE POLICEMAN in a car has to 


concentrate on driving and can't be as 
alert to conditions around him as a two- 
man team could be," Calderwood said. 


The bill is also designed to give the 


policeman added protection, particularly 
in a high crime area or while responding 
to a dangerous call. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz, patrolmen there are well- 
enough trained to call for assistance in 
any type of emergency, and do not need 
two-man squads. 


"There are parts of Chicago that 


should be patroled with three or even 
four-man squads," Calderwood said. "I 
don't think the Hillside patrolman (An- 
thony Raymond) would ever have been 
kidnapped if he hadn't been riding 
alone." 


But in the suburbs, the need is much 


less obvious. 


"At present, two-man squads are not 


needed in Rolling Meadows," said chief 
Lewis Case. "The way our system is set 
up, a man doesn't answer a call, even a 
family disturbance, without a backup 
man there. In essence we have two men 
answering calls." 


Police officials do not doubt the addi- 


tional security of the two-man squad, but 
they do seem to feel that, at least right 
now, conditions here do not warrant the 
added expense. 


Quiz hopefuls feeling for teachers 


Seven candidates in search of two 


school board seats in High School Dist. 
211 faced hard questions Monday night 
about their attitudes toward teachers and 
salary negotiations. 


Those asking the questions were pri- 


marily teachers — 75 of them who at- 
tended a candidate's night at Fremd 
High School in Palatine. The occasion 
was sponsored by the Dist. 211 Teachers' 
Association. 


One candidate — Dianne Marks, cur- 


rently president of the Schaumburg 
Township board — explained her atti- 
tudes toward teachers under a series of 
questions from the teachers present. 


She stated she did not believe in teach- 


ers' strikes and teachers' unions, but 
that the Dist, 211 association "is not a 
union." 


"Yours is a professional organization, I 


don't oppose that," she said. 


IN AN OPENING statement, Miss 


Marks said she opposed the threat of a 
strike. She added that she opposed bind- 
ing arbitration, as it took educational re- 
sponsibility away from the local board. 


Miss Marks voted against the Dist. 54 


teacher's salary contract last fall after 
lengthy negotiations between that board 
and its teachers. 


The other six candidates also faced a 


variety of questions about teacher-board 
relations. The responses included: 


Robert Weseman: Teachers have a 


civil right to strike, through civil dis- 
obedience, the Chicago school teacher 
and Schaumburg Township resident said. 
He stressed he was pro-labor, and that 
he had "no respect for anyone who 
doesn't believe In the right to organize." 


Robert Creek: The incumbent Dist. 211 


board president and Inverness resident 
defined teacher-board relations as an 
"adversary affair." "It's a harsh, tough 
game, and I support the process down 
the line," 


When asked his views on class size, 


Creek said he could not comment on it 
because it was under negotiation in the 
Dist. 211 board-teacher talks. 


John Heuman: A teacher in Maine 


Township and Hoffman Estates resident. 
Heuman said teachers have no right to 
strike, and that binding arbitration 
through a neutral third party was an al- 
ternative to a strike. 


John Kennedy: "Strikes have no place 


In a professional organization," the Pala- 
tine resident said. Binding arbitration Is 
a last resort, and the educational process 
should not be Interrupted by a strike. 


Orland VngmeM: Hanover Park's 


only candidate said his views on a strike 


depended on the cause, and said there 
might be some reason at some time for a 
strike. 


Edward Perry: There are unions in 


such public institutions as public hospi- 
tals, the Palatine resident said, He added 
that if a teacher is denied the right to 
strike, then he is. denied something a 
school board has; that is, "the ability to 
push their demands as far as possible." 


Each of the candidates were given five 


minutes for opening remarks. Each had 
a different approach: 


Kennedy: The Dist. 211 board should 


open itself to more public participation 
and the district should increase its long- 
range, over short-range, budgeting, Ken- 
nedy declared. 


Perry: Emphasizing a varied career 


which has included 21 years in the mili- 
tary, work in the aerospace industry and 
now in real estate, Perry said he had the 
problem-solving ability to serve on the 
Dist. 211 board. 


Heuman: He stressed he wanted im- 


provements in curriculum, by adding 
relevant courses and broadening existing 


courses for students: "Kids are bored," 
and a school district should help provide 
activities to cope with that boredom, he 
said. 


Creek: Experience, through the learn- 


ing process facing every board member, 
has been.especially valuable to me, he 
said. Creek stressed he had tried to en- 
courage innovation, and, since he works 
in Schaumburg at Union Oil Co., is espe- 
cially accessible to district officials. 


Weseman: He said he first became in- 


volved through the "forced transfer" of 
his daughter to Conant High School. 
Weseman was sharply critical of the 
board's handling of curriculum matters. 
He added he was a member of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Teachers — an AFL- 
CIO affiliate. 


Vangsness: The Hanover Park resident 


said vocational education should be em- 
phasized, and guidance counselors should 
direct students into such programs. 


"Let's not send students to college just 


for the sake of sending them to college," 
he declared.

Planners defer action on subdivisions 


A motion to temporarily defer action 


on all further subdivisions in

Schaumburg-Centex Industrial Park did 
not make it off the ground Tuesday 
night.

We only recommend to the 
village board. I see no reason to deny 
subdivisions simply because someone 
may not have paid proper taxes. 


In apparent agreement, the commis- 


sion went ahead and recommended ap- 
proval of a number of lots in the industri- 
al park. James Dana, representative of 
Bennett and Kahnweiler, which manages 
both the Elk Grove and Schaumburg 
parks, said he thought holding up ap- 
proval would be highly unreasonable. 


Prior to Rosenberg's motion, Dana re- 
sponded to inquiries from the board on 
the report of huge tax cuts. 


"I was surprised as anyone else about 


the charges," Dana said. "In 1971, the 
land in question was farm land and tax- 
ed as agricultural land. When it ceased 
to be farms, the land was supposed to be 
recorded as industrial park, but no no- 
tice was given as required by law. When 
the tax bill came in twenty times higher 
we protested that no notice had been giv- 
en. The tax bill in June will be sky-high 
again. As far as I can determine, nothing 
wrong was done."

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Fire district report: 
3rd station not needed

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The third fire station to be constructed 


in Hoffman Estates is unnecessary, and 
It either should not be built, or the exist- 
ing second station should be closed down. 


This WHS just one of the points made in 


a preliminary report of a professional 
study of Hoffman Estates Fire Protec- 
tion District. It recommends creation of 
a municipal fire department using the 
district's facilities, men and equipment. 


The report also indicates the district is 


over-manned and currently owns enough 
equipment to service the entire village of 
Hoffman Estates, not just the 90 per cent 
of the village it now serves 


Training for both paid and volunteer 


firemen is not effective, according to the 
report, and an estimated $30,000 to be 
spent on dispatching equipment is not 
needed. 


The sweeping criticisms were accom- 


panied by commendations for the dis- 
trict's fire prevention bureau, and the 
comment that the district probably quali- 
fies for a better fire insurance rating 
than it now has. The improved rating, 
however, would not affect fire insurance 
premiums paid the district residents. 


THE REPORT was prepared by Na- 


tional Loss Control Service Corp. Two 
more reports will be due from the firm 
under a contract with the Village of Hoff- 
man Estates to study feasibility of estab- 
lishing a municipal fire department. 
Members of a village board committee 
overseeing the study will meet at 8 p.m. 
April 12 with trustees of the fire protec- 
tion district to discuss Us comments and 
recommendations. 


The third fire station was approved by 


district residents in a March 27, 1971, 
*300.000 bond referendum. The station it- 
self is estimated to cost«$250.000 and the 
rest of the referendum amount was for 
equipment 


Should the village absorb the district, a 


third fire station would be needed, ac- 
cording to the report, but it should be 
located northwest of the Winston Knolls 
subdivision, in property known as Howie- 
m-the-HIIls 
The referendum 
financed 


station is to be located on property do- 
nated by Robin Construction Co. on the 
south side of Higgins Rd. roughly across 
from Governors Lane. 


The Robin site Is too close to Station 2, 


at Hassell and Rosedale roads, and 
would serve overlapping areas, said the 
report 


"Little, if any, improved protection 


will result except in the Robin Devel- 
opment," If that site is developed, it 
said 


"THE CONSTRUCTION of Station 3 


(at that location) is highly questionable, 


especially when making a cost-benefit 
analysis," the consultants stated. 


"It is suggested that Station 2 be kept 


in service unless plans for Station 3 have 
reached the point where it is not feasible 
to abandon construction. If this should be 
the case, Station 2 should be closed when 
Station 3 is completed," they said. 


The report notes six to eight men cur- 


rently are on duty throughout the district 
24 hours per day. Only two men per fire 
station should be on duty at any time, it 
stated. They would also man ambu- 
lances, and one should be a trained para- 
medic, the report said. It also suggests 
"the need for calling all volunteers and 
off-duty paid men as frequently as in the 
past is questionable." 


But the consultants recommend adding 


to the number of officers at fire scenes 
and at the station level, in light of the 
number of men now responding to calls. 


Rather than adding equipment for a 


third fire station, the report suggests the 
department distribute what it now owns 
in a different fashion. "The present ap- 
paratus available in the Hoffman Estates 
Fire Protection district is adequate to 
protect the entire village," it states. 


WHILE THE district plans to spend 


more than $30,000 for dispatching equip- 
ment, the report recommends use of Po- 
lice Department equipment, and the ad- 
dition of men to staff it. Existing facil- 
ities are adequate, the report states If 
the municipal department is not estab- 
lished, the district can pay a fee for the 
service, which would increase the police 
dispatcher work load an estimated five 
per cent. 


"Increased emphasis should be placed 


on a formalized training program for 
both the volunteers and full-paid men," 
suggests the report, noting the deputy 
chief, who is responsible for training, 
works only every third day. He should 
work on an 8-hour day schedule, accord- 
ing to the report, for a "more effective 
training program." 


The fire prevention bureau has obtain- 


ed a "good record of compliance due in 
part to the effective work by the deputy 
chief, and the fine cooperation received 
from various villaee departments, as 
well as the community itself," states the 
report. 


While the village now holds a Class 6 


fire insurance rating, "there is strong 
evidence to indicate that a Class 5 rating 
is a possibility, if an in-depth grading 
study were to be conducted at this time," 
the report states. However, because the 
same premium rates apply for Classes 1 
through 6 in Cook County, it notes, tax- 
payers would not realize a savings in in- 
surance premiums from a rating change. 


GOP sweeps Palatine 


Republicans swept the Palatine Town- 


ship elections yesterday, most elected by 
a 34 margin. 


Nearly 5.900 vo»ers cast ballots in the 


race between township Republicans and 
Democrats. Top vote getter was clerk 
candidate Ruth Ellen Blowney, with 4,340 
votes 


Howard Olsen won a third term as 


township supervisor with 4,184 votes His 
challenger Jack Scollay had 1,702 votes. 


Olsen and the Republican ticket ran on 


a platform to strengthen township gov- 
ernment, while Scollay pledged to work 
toward eliminating that form of govern- 
ment 


"This election demonstrates what the 


people of Palatine Township really 
think." Olsen said last night. "I'm just 
relieved the whole thing is over." 


TWO RESIDENTS of Hoffman Estates, 


Gary L. Price and Charles Zimmerman, 
won seats on the township Board of Audi- 
tors. Price was the top vote getter of the 
eight auditor candidates, 
with 4,136 


votes 


The closest contest came for the office 


of highway commissioner Robert Berg- 
man, son of retiring highway commis- 
sioner Vernon L. Bergman, won by a 954- 
v ote margin to defeat Democrat Peter J. 
Gerling. 3,454 to 2,500 


Other new officers include: Bernard 


Pedersen, assessor: Albert DePue, col- 
lector, and auditors Donald Bellm and 


Liston Penmngton. 


The Republican's toughest races came 


in Rolling Meadows and the Winston 
Park subdivision in Palatine. Several 
Rolling 
Meadows officials, 
including 


Mayor Roland Meyer, had endorsed Scol- 
lay for supervisor. 


Olsen won Rolling Meadows by a 58 


per cent margin. In Winston Park, where 
a number of the Democratic candidates 
live, Olsen pulled 56 per cent of the vote. 


Republicans have controlled township 


government in the last two elections. In 
1965, Olsen defeated incumbent super- 
visor Liston Pennington. That election 
marked the end of local parties in town- 
ship races. Democrats failed to put up a 
slate in 1965, and four years later, the 
entire slate was defeated as it was this 
year. 


HEAVY straight-ticket voting marked 


several precincts for the Republicans. 
Precincts in the older sections of Pala- 
tine. 6, 18, 27 and 30, had straight Re- 
publican tickets cast on 80 per cent or 
more of the ballots. Another precirct in 
the far southern portion of the township 
also polled an 80 per cent straight Re- 
publican vote. 


Scollay lost the election on the Demo- 


cratic platform to hold a referendum 
asking voters to decide whether Palatine 
Township government should be abo- 
lished. Abolition was supported by Scol- 
lay and several members of his ticket. 


Police officials oppose two-man patrols

Area police officials say they are op- 


posed to proposed state legislation that 
would require two-man police patrols af- 
ter dark. 


Police chiefs contacted yesterday said 


they believe the size and scope of police 
protection should remain a local deci- 
sion, and some doubted the need for 
doubled patrols in their community. 


If the bill, which has been recommend- 


ed for passage in the Illinois House, is 
enacted, most Northwest suburbs appar- 
ently would be able to ignore the law 
anyway because of their home rule stat- 
us. 


Municipalities with a population great- 


er than 25,000 qualify as home rule units 
under the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


Nevertheless, the Village of Arlington 


Heights has filed a formal objection to 
House Bill 525. The two-man squad pro- 
posal is being sponsored in the House by 
W. J. Murphy, a Republican from An- 
tioch. 


"Some of the larger cities with high 


crime rates may need this, but I do not 
feel it would apply to every town. It may 
hurt some towns because they could not 
afford to hire more men so they would 
have to limit the number of cars and 
double up," said Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin J. Conroy. 


"I DON'T THINK all villages and 


towns are alike," said Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Bert Giddens. "Mount Pros- 
pect doesn't have any areas where there 
is a lot of crime, and I hope the bill 
doesn't pass." 


Two chiefs, however, said they support 


the principle of two-man patrols, even if 
they disagree with the bill that would 
make double coverage mandatory. 


Two-man squads are already being as- 


signed in Wheeling for the 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift, whenever the manpower is 
available, said Wheeling Chief Peter 
Guttilla. 


In Arlington Heights, chief L. W. Cal- 


derwood said patrolmen often work to- 
gether, particularly on calls that appear 
to be especially dangerous. 


"There is no doubt that a two-man 


squad will see more and do more than a 
one-man patrol," Calderwood said. "But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


Guttilla said the two-man squads are 


working well in Wheeling, and he is hop- 
ing to institute double patrols on a more 
permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A LONE POLICEMAN in a car has to 


concentrate on driving and can't be as 
alert to conditions around him as a two- 
man team could be," Calderwood said. 


The bill is also designed to give the 


policeman added protection, particularly 
in a high crime area or while responding 
to a dangerous call. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz. patrolmen there are well- 
enough trained to call for assistance in 
any type of emergency, and do not need 
two-man squads. 
' 


"There are parts of Chicago that 


should be patroled with three or even 
four-man squads," Calderwood said. "I 
don't think the Hillside patrolman t An- 
thony Raymond) would ever have been 
kidnapped if he hadn't been riding 
alone." 


But in the suburbs, the need is much 


less obvious. 


"At present, two-man squads are not 


needed in Rolling Meadows," said chief 
Lewis Case. "The way our system is set 
up, a man doesn't answer a call, even a 
family disturbance, without a backup 
man there. In essence we have two men 
answering calls." 


Police officials do not doubt the addi- 


tional security of the two-man squad, but 
they do seem to feel that, at least right 
now, conditions here do not warrant the 
added expense.

Quiz hopefuls feeling for teachers 


Seven candidates in search of two 


school board seats in High School Dist. 
211 faced hard questions Monday night 
about their attitudes toward teachers and 
salary negotiations. 


Those asking the questions were pri- 


marily teachers — 75 of them who at- 
tended a candidate's night at Fremd 
High School in Palatine. The occasion 
was sponsored by the Dist. 211 Teachers' 
Association. 


One candidate — Dianne Marks, cur- 


rently president of the 
Schaumburg 


Township board — explained her atti- 
tudes toward teachers under a series of 
questions from the teachers present. 


She stated she did not believe in teach- 


ers' strikes and teachers' unions, but 
that the Dist. 211 association "is not a 
union." 


"Yours is a professional organization. I 


don't oppose that," she said. 


IN AN OPENING statement, Miss 


Marks said she opposed the threat of a 
strike. She added that she opposed bind- 
ing arbitration, as it took educational re- 
sponsibility away from the local board. 


Miss Marks voted against the Dist. 54 


teacher's salary contract last fall after 
lengthy negotiations between that board 
and its teachers. 


The other six candidates also faced a 


variety of questions about teacher-board 
relations. The responses included: 


Robert Weseman: Teachers have a 


civil right to strike, through civil dis- 
obedience, the Chicago school teacher 
and Schaumburg Township resident said. 
He stressed he was pro-labor, and that 
he had "no respect for anyone who 
doesn't believe in the right to organize." 


Robert Creek: The incumbent Dist. 211 


Tax break effects unknown

Community Services request tabled 


E 1 k Grove-Schaumburg Townships 


Community Services walked away from 
the Hoffman Estates Village Board meet- 
ing without receiving the donation it 
sought Monday. But it did not go empty- 
handed. 


The board refused to act on a request 


by Jordan Rosen, executive director of 
the agency, for a $13,000 contribution for 
1973-74 It did, however, agree to remem- 
ber Rosen's plea when preparing final 
drafts of the village budget for the fiscal 
year starting May t. 


Rosen said $13.000 was the village's 


fair share of costs of treating patients for 
the coming year, using a formula devel- 
oped by the agency by which municipal- 
ities would be charged only for its resi- 
dent patients. The agency provides men- 
tal health services for resident of Elk 
Grove and Schaumburg Townships. 


The cost per interview hour with each 


patient is $25, said Rosen. The formula Is 


broken down into $10 reimbursement 
from the state, $5 from the township, $5 
from the client and $5 from the home 
municipality of the client. 


THE AGENCY averages 50 Hoffman 


Estates clients per week over the course 
of the year, Rosen said. He noted 
Schaumburg Township already had ap- 
proved a $25,000 contribution. 


Trustee Edward Hennessy objected to 


what he termed village involvement in 
the "mental health business." Since the 
state designated the two townships as a 
planning area, local financing should be 
handled only by the townships, and the 
village should not be asked to contribute, 
he said. 


Hennessy also noted the village ex- 


tends into other townships, and residents 
of those sections of the village outside of 
Schaumburg Township contribute tax 
money to the fund from which any dona- 
tion would be taken. They would not be 


able to avail themselves of the agency's 
service, he said. 


He noted the village receives requests 


from several agencies each year similar 
to the one from community services, and 
they often base their figures on the num- 
ber of persons they serve. "How many 
do we fund and where do we draw the 
line?" he asked. 


"We're talking about some very dis- 


turbed people," Rosen said, adding that 
some are former state hospital patients 
and other show suicidal tendencies. 


MAYOR FREDERICK Downey pointed 


out other villages in the two townshiw 
have not committed themselves to dona- 
tions. When the village agreed to contrib- 
ute to the Northwest Opportunity Cent/r, 
it was with the understanding all other 
municipalities would also donate. But 
Hoffman Estates and Arlington Heights 
were the only ones that actually did so, 
he said. The same situation could devel- 


op with Rosen's request, he said. 


In another audience request, Mrs. 


Steve Bothacker, 187 Jamison Ln., urged 
the board to amend its ordinances to re- 
quire owners of swimming pools to erect 
chain link fences around their property. 
The pools constitute attractive nuisances 
to children, and are a danger to young- 
sters who will be drawn, to them and 
could drown, she said. 


Mrs. Rothacker compared the village's 


ordinances with those of surrounding 
communities, and said Hoffman Estates 
has the fewest controls, demanding only 
a restrictive cover or a fence. Downey 
referred the matter to the board's 
judiciary committee for consideration at 
its Thursday night meeting, and invited 
Mrs Rothacker '.o attend. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeyer noted 


the village health officer is preparing a 
rough draft ordinance on pools, and it 
may contain the fence requirement.

Achievement test scores 
dropping, school aide says

Achievement test scores of Elk Grove 


Township School Dlst. 59 students have 
been dropping since 1968, according to 
Erwln Stevenson, assistant superintend- 
ent of curriculum. 


Stevenson presented the five-year test 


record of the sixth and seventh grade 
students to the school board Monday. He 
said the drop "was not drastic, but in- 
dicates things can be better." 


Although only sixth and seventh grade 


statistics were available, Stevenson said, 
"There is no reason not to believe the 
trends exist in other grades." 


The scores reported were from the 


"Iowa Achievement Tests" which are 
given annually to all Dist. 59 students in 
mid-school year. Scores are designed to 
measure a degree of proficiency in vari- 
ous skills such as reading com- 
prehension, punctuation, spelling and 
problem solving. For example, an "aver- 
age score" for a child in the third month 
of the sixth grade would be 6.3. A child 
in the second month of seventh grade 
would have an "average" score of 7.2. 


ACCORDING TO Stevenson, in the 


five-year period from 1968 to 1973, the 
average overall score for sixth graders 
in Dist. 59 has gone from 6.8 to 6.5. The 
seventh graders have dropped from 7.9 
to 7.6 in the same time period. 


Stevenson said he has not completed 


the analysis of the other grades, but he 
said he expected the same declining 
trend. 


Stevenson said the district has not yet 


determined why scores have declined. 
He gave the board six possible reasons 
for the decline and said the adminis- 
tration was trying to determine which 
reasons may be affecting test results. 


THE SIX possible reasons Stevenson 


gave were : 


• IQ scores have also declined in the 


district. He said IQ tests are a good pre- 
dictor of achievement test results. (The 


IQ tests are a different test from the 
achievement tests). 


• There has been a lack of emphasis 


on cur.iculum in the district. The last 
program guide for the staff vfas issued in 
the 1968-69 school year, according to Ste- 
venson. 


• Individual instructional development 


has been emphasized without other 
changes in school environment, such as a 
reduction in class sizes. 


• Emphasis has been placed on mate- 


rials and organization rather than on 
"the teacher providing the teaching." 


• There have been changes in the 


educational philosophy of the district to- 
ward making school a more enjoyable 
experience for children, allowing them 
more free time. This may have resulted 
in a "de-emphasis on hard core scholas- 
tic" areas. 


• The mechanics of test adminis- 


tration may need to be improved. The 
district's turnover rate in teachers may 
also disrupt the continuity of the educa- 
tional program. 


STEVENSON stressed that the differ- 


ent factors are only possible causes for 
the declining scores. He said the district 
was investigating all of them as potential 
problems. 


The district has already begun to im- 


prove different study areas, accroding to 
Stevenson. 


He said that at schools where emphasis 


on reading was increased and more con- 
sultant service was made available, 
there has been a marked improvement in 
reading scores. 


Stevenson also gave the board a report 


on the district's personnnel evaluation 
procedures. He said the evaluation was 
designed to "improve, not rank individ- 
uals." 


Teachers are evaluated by the princi- 


pal and assistant principals at each 
school. The central administration in 
turn evaluates the principals. 


paign, such as flooding, traffic and other, 
problems, had been cast aside in favor of 
"an attack on the credibility of every 
elected and appointed official of Mount 
Prospect."

Don Kreger, PHIA attorney, 
also will tell the court that "if Prospect 
Heights doesn't get the chance to in- 
corporate now it probably will stay unin- 
corporated forever." 


The PHIA filed its petition for in- 


corporation two years ago. The Cook 
County Circuit Court and the Illinois Ap- 
pellate Court ruled PHIA's petition in- 
valid because the group did not get con- 
sent of neighboring municipalities. 


IN OTHER EFFORTS to clear the way 


for incorporation, two bills that would 
change incorporation laws have been in- 
troduced into the Illinois General Assem- 
bly. Gilligan said he will testify this 
w e e k before legislative committees 
studying the bills which would allow 
Prospect Heights to incorporate without 
neighboring municipalities' consent. 


"I will testify that there is a conflict in 


the state statutes and on the archaity of 
state laws," Gilligan said. "What we're 
proposing is that the whole codes need to 
be modernized and updated." 


One section of the statutes states that 


an area of fewer than 7,500 residents 
must seek approval from municipalities 
within I'-i: miles for incorporation. Anoth- 
er section says that neighboring munici- 
palities within one mile must consent to 
incorporation, regardless of the popu- 
lation of the area.

"But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


Guttilla said the two-man squads are 


working well in Wheeling, and he is hop- 
ing to institute double patrols on a more 
permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A LONE POLICEMAN in a car has to 


concentrate on driving and can't be as 
alert to conditions around him as a two- 


man team could be," Calderwood said. 


The bill is also designed to give the 


policeman added protection, particularly 
in a high crime area or while responding 
to a dangerous call. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz, patrolmen there are well- 
enough trained to call for assistance in 
any type of emergency, and do not need 
two-man squads. 


"There are parts of Chicago that 


should be patroled with three or even 
four-man squads," Calderwood said. "I 
don't think the Hillside patrolman (An- 
thony Raymond) would ever have been 
kidnapped if he hadn't been riding 
alone." 


But in the suburbs, the need is much 


less obvious. 


"At present, two-man squads are not 


needed in Rolling Meadows," said chief 
Lewis Case. "The way our system is set 
up, a man doesn't answer a call, even a 
family disturbance, without a backup 
man there. In essence we have two men 
answering calls." 


Police officials do not doubt the addi- 


tional security of the two-man squad, but 
they do seem to feel that, at least right 
now, conditions here- do not warrant the 
added expense.

School interviews moved 
to undisclosed location 


The Mount Prospect Dist. 57 board has 


decided to move its proposed luncheon 
and dinner interviews of prospective su- 
perintendent candidates to a secret site. 


The entire board had planned to meet 


with prospective candidates at the Ar- 
lington Park Towers Carousel restaurant 
during four dinner and two luncheon mee- 
tings the week of April 9. According to 
prices quoted by the restaurant, the total 
cost for all the dinners could have 
ranged anywhere from $140 to $332, not 
including drinks and tips. 


The change in location of the meetings 


was made, according to Peter Dudrow, 
coordinator of the search for a new su- 
perintendent, because the Carousel "did 
not have a private room available for 
this." 


The dinner meetings are closed to the 


public since they are for the purposes of 
discussing personnel. Dudrow refused to 
name the new location for the dinner 
meetings, he said, "because I don't want 
to embarrass any candidate that might 
not be selected and that might prejudice 
his current employment." 


IN DISCUSSING the reason behind 


planning the dinner meetings, Dudrow 
said that "this is a method used in most 
sound procedures in a superintendent 
search.

But typically, if some- 
one wants a drink, they pay for it them- 
selves," he said. 


Dudrow said that wherever the meet- 


ings are, the board members will be eat- 
ing the "special" of the day.

According to Dudrow, the school board

The next regular board meeting of the 


Mount Prospect Dist. 57 board has been 
changed from April 16 to April 23.

Listless poll workers sat in comfort- 


able, well-lighted schools and parks 
around the village yesterday, quietly 
reading books or staring into space. 


But there were a few precincts that 


hummed. 


Despite the poor voter turnout and 


damp conditions, lively poll workers in 
two oil-splattered garages made their 12- 
hour stint speed by talking, laughing and 
learning new arts and crafts. 


"No one quits. You know if you don't 


show up they're going to talk about you," 
said Kay Gibbons who has been a poll 
worker at the Carl Blooms garage, 1345 
N. Illinois, for the past six years. 


Though the garages may not be as 


plush as school and park precincts, they 
have "all the'comforts of home," accord- 
ing to Mrs. Bloom. And no matter what 
the voter turnout, the close-knit group of 
women enjoy election day. 


THE COMFORTS include the refrig- 


erator full of snacks and refreshments 
and the portable TV. 


Votes came few and far between which 


gave poll workers time to pursue other 
interests. At the garage of the Edward 
Buttons, 1529 E. Rosehill Dr., the women 
picked up a magazine and decided to 
learn how to quilt. They also polished 
their bridge game. 


"Working here is fun. We have a 


chance to catch up on the local gossip 
and meet new neighbors. It's a good 
change in routine," said Florence Smith, 
who has worked at the Button garage for 
the past seven years. 


Both families say they don't mind the 


bi-yearly elections. 


"People are used to coming here when 


they see the flag outside to vote," said 
Mrs. Sutton. "There are only two exits 
out of the subdivision, so most people at 
least know when there is an election." 


IN NOVEMBER, the Sutton garage 


was packed. More than 90 per cent of the 
precinct, which includes more than 700 
people, cast ballots. Yesterday's election, 
by contrast, featured only 13 people with 
less than four hours to closing time. 


"People just don't keep up with local 


elections, there's not much of a contest 
anyway," said Mrs. Sutton. 


At the Bloom garage, where only 11 


people had voted as the polls were about 
to close, the women mused about the 
cost of each vote. 


"Everyone's complaining about in- 


creased taxes and yet this election is 
costing a fortune," said Mrs. Gibbons, 
adding up the $30 each for judges and $30 
for the polling place. "Each precinct is 
going to cost the people $180." 


THE WOMEN AT the Sutton garage 


echoed the feelings of those in the Bloom 
garage. They suggested that only two 
people be used in local elections — one to 


take care of the books and one to take 
care of the ballots. 


Another suggestion, by Carl Bloom, a 


photographer who uses the heated ga- 
rage as a studio, wants to put new life in 
Arlington Heights politics. He wasn't 
quite sure how that could be accom- 
plished, however, "with all the apathy." 


The seasoned poll workers also remi- 


nisced about past elections. There were 
days when the women really earned their 
$30. 


"I remember the '64 presidential elec- 


tion. We had people waiting up to two 
hours to vote," said Mrs. Smith. 


According to Village Clerk Ken Bond- 


er, public buildings are preferred to pri- 
vate garages, but there are no public 
buildings in the Blooms' and Buttons' 
precincts. 


Both families, along with the old-faith- 


ful precinct workers, aren't anxious to be 
moved, however. Their garages, they 
say, are cozy. 
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Everly, Graham, Meyer ivin seats 
Cronin, Muller elected to 
two contested park seats 


Charles Cronin and Kay Midler won 


the two contested two-year Arlington 
Heights Park District board seats in yes- 
terday's election. 


Cronin polled 1,226 votes and Mrs. Mul- 


ler 1,181 votes, The third opponent in the 
race, Jack Edwards, had 932 votes. 


Other park board commissioners elect- 


ed in uncontested races yesterday in- 
clude Lloyd Meyer, who was appointed to 
the board just over a year ago; Bruce 
Everly, president of a recreation plan- 
ning firm; and Katy Graham, president 
of the park district scuba club. 


Approximately 1,617 votes were cast in 


the park district election. 


"As long as their is continuity on the 


board, I'm glad I won," said Cronin, who 


has been on the board for 16 years. The 
other four board members have less than 
a year and a half experience on the 
board. 


MRS. MULLER, who was appointed to 


the board just over a year ago, says she 
will welcome phone calls and public at- 
tendance at park board meetings in an 
effort to find out what people want the 
board to do "with their parks." 


"No matter who's elected, it isn't going 


to make any difference until the people 
take their district back," said Mrs. Mul- 
ler, pointing out that the low voter turn- 
out was evidence that the people have 
"given their government away." 


"People shouldn't just gripe to their 


neighbors, they should gripe to us, their 
elected officials," she said. 


Meyer, who won a four-year term, 


polled 1,590 votes; Everly, who won a 
six-year term, polled 1,521 votes and 
Mrs. Graham, who also won a six-year 
term, polled 1,533 votes. 


The voter turnout was low compared to 


the 1971 local elections when 10,000 
people voted in a hotly contested race. It 
was higher, however, than the 1972 
school board election in which 908 people 
voted. 


The lowest vote totals were in precinct 


21 at Hersey High School and precinct 42 
at Elk Grove Township Hall where 3 
people voted at each polling place. The 
highest voter turnout was in precinct 57 
at St. Peter Lutheran Church were 78 
people voted. 


Take contested races 2-to-l 
Republican slate sweeps township race 


The Elk Grove Township Republican 


slate swept all township offices in yester- 
day's election. Unofficial tallies from all 
62 township precincts showed the Re- 
publicans winning contested elections by 
a margin of about 2 to l. 


Independent candidates did win a few 


precincts, primarily in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, but the Republicans were over- 
whelming winners. In certain precincts 
the Independents were defeated by al- 
most 50 to 1.

THE REPUBLICANS ran a full slate 


of candidates. In the uncontested races, 
Richard Hall, with 3,482 votes, was elect- 
ed supervisor; incumbent clerk George 
Busse got 3,532 votes, incumbent asses- 
sor Charles Hodlmair got 3,454 votes, and 
incumbent collector Arnold Seharringhau- 
sen got 3,506 votes. 


An official canvass of the ballots will 


take place today. 


The township governing board has 


been reorganized with the election: Pre- 
viously, the board consisted of a super- 
visor, three auditors and a clerk, all vot- 
ing members.

Police chiefs contacted yesterday said 


they believe the size and scope of police 
protection should remain a local deci- 
sion, and some doubted the need for 
doubled patrols in their community. 


If the bill, which has been recommend- 


ed for passage in the Illinois House, is 
enacted, most Northwest suburbs appar- 
ently would be able to ignore the law 
anyway because of their home rule stat- 
us. 


Municipalities with a population great- 


er than 25,000 qualify as home rule units 
under the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


Nevertheless, the Village of Arlington 


Heights has filed a formal objection to 
House Bill 525. The two-man squad pro- 
posal is being sponsored in the House by 
W. J. Murphy, a Republican from An- 
tioch. 


"Some of the larger cities with high 


crime rates may need this, but I do not

feel it would apply to every town. It may 
hurt some towns because they could not 
afford to hire more men so they would 
have to limit the number of cars and 
double up," said Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin J. Conroy. 


"I DON'T THINK all villages and 


towns are alike," said Mount Prospect 
Police Chief Bert Giddens. "Mount Pros- 
pect doesn't have any areas where there 
is a lot of crime, and I hope the bill 
doesn't pass." 


Two chiefs, however, said they support 


the principle of two-man patrols, even if 
they disagree with the bill that would 
make double coverage mandatory. 


Two-man squads are already being as- 


signed in Wheeling for the 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift, whenever the manpower is 
available, said Wheeling Chief Peter 
Guttilla. 


In Arlington Heights, chief L. W. Cal- 


derwood said patrolmen often work to- 
gether, particularly on calls that appear 
to be especially dangerous. 


•"There is no doubt that a two-man 
squad will see more and do more than a 
one-man patrol," Calderwood said. "But 
I don't think we need legislation. The de- 
cision should be left up to the villages to 
do what they want." 


Guttilla said the two-man squads are 


working well in Wheeling, and he is hop- 
ing to institute double patrols on a more 
permanent basis. 


"I think we're about two years away 


from it — two or three years. As our 
population increases, I think we will get 
more men," he said. 


"A LONE POLICEMAN in a car has to 


concentrate on driving and can't be as 
alert to conditions around him as a two- 
man team could be," Calderwood said. 


The bill is also designed to give the 


policeman added protection, particularly 
in a high crime area or while responding 
to a dangerous call. 


According to Des Plaines Police Chief 


Arthur Hintz, patrolmen there are well- 
enough trained to call for assistance in 
any type of emergency, and do not need 
two-man squads. 


"There are parts of Chicago that 


should be patroled with three or even 
four-man squads," Calderwood said. "I 
don't think the Hillside patrolman (An- 
thony Raymond) would ever have been 
kidnapped 
if he hadn't been riding 


alone." 


But in the suburbs, the need is much 


less obvious. 


"At present, two-man squads are not 


needed in Rolling Meadows," said chief 
Lewis Case. "The way our system is set 
up, a man doesn't answer a call, even a 
family disturbance, without a backup 
man there. In essence we have two men 
answering calls." 


Police officials do not doubt the addi- 


tional security of the two-man squad, but 
they do seem to feel that, at least right 
now, conditions here do not warrant the 
added expense. 


Five per cent of the registered voters 


In Arlington Heights yesterday elected 
Jack Walsh and a slate of five other 
Caucus Party candidates to the village 
board. 


Slightly more than 1,600 of the village's 


32.000 registered voters cast their ballots 
for the six candidates, all running unop- 
posed.

Village board hits 


.sale* tax changes 


Proposed legislative changes in the 


distribution of state sales tax would cost 
the Village of Arlington Heights a quar- 
ter of a million dollars annually, accord- 
Ing to Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson. 


Three bills have been introduced in the 


Illinois House that essentially would put 
the distribution of sales tax money on a 
county-wide per capita basis, rather than 
return a fixed percentage of the money 
to the municipality in which it was col- 
lected. 


Currently, 1 per cent of the 5 per cent 


sales tax is rebated to the community 
where the tax was collected. The Village 
of Arlington Heights expects to receive 
St.75 million in sales tax money during 
the next year. 


At Hanson's request, the village board 


voted to formally object to the proposed 
changes. 


Helmuth Meyer received 1,016 votes 


for collector and Arthur E. Olsen, Jr. re- 
ceived 1,003 votes for highway commis-

Township officials said they 
spent more than $3,000 on the election 
and claimed they saved taxpayers ap- 
proximately $13.500 by not opening 83 
precinct polling places.
